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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


1 .  The  schedule  and  agenda  of  the  Convention  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  or 
the  presiding  officer  reflecting  the  requirements  of  Canon  No.  2,  and  to  the  extent 
practicable  shall  be  anounced  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

2.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  right,  however,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention  present  and  voting  to  change  such  schedule  or 
agenda,  except  those  items  mandated  under  Canon  No.  2. 

3.  Resolutions  shall  be  presented  prior  to  10:00  a.m.  of  the  first  day  of  the 
Convention,  except  for  courtesy  Resolutions,  unless  later  presentation  is  autho¬ 
rized  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  convention  present  and  voting. 

4.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  is  seconded  and 
reduced  to  writing. 

5.  All  main  motions  and  amendments  thereto  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting,  except  for  the  following  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote: 

A.  Suspension  of  the  rules 

B.  The  previous  question 

C.  Changing  the  time  limit  of  debate 

D.  Reconsideration,  if  proposed  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

6.  A  member  may  not  speak  more  than  once  on  any  motion  until  all  other  delegates 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  speak. 

7.  Speeches  shall  be  limited  to  no  more  than  three  minutes  in  length,  unless  the 
member  is  speaking  on  behalf  of  a  motion  from  a  deanery  when  the  member  may 
speak  for  no  more  than  four  minutes. 

8.  All  statements  shall  be  delivered  from  the  floor  except  for 

A.  Reports  by  officers,  committee  chairpersons,  or  their  representatives 

B.  Special  guests  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Clergy  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this 
Diocese  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  in  the  journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without 
the  right  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

10.  In  case  a  parliamentary  problem  should  arise  which  is  not  covered  by  existing 
rules,  the  authority  shall  be  Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  Newly  Revised. 

1 1.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions  unless  altered  or 
rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  94TH  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
6-7  November  1992 

The  Convention  began  with  the  Conventual  Mass  at  St.  Anne’s  Church,  Warsaw, 
Indiana,  at  6  PM,  EST,  on  Friday,  6  November  1992,  under  the  direction  of  Fr  Michael 
Basden,  Rector,  Bishop  Gray  preaching  and  celebrating.  The  Mass  was  especially 
beautiful  and  participated  in  enthusiastically  by  all  present.  After  Mass,  the  whole 
company  went  to  the  Restaurant  Twenty-Five  Seventeen,  near  the  convention  site,  for 
dinner.  After  dinner,  The  Rev’d  Jeffrey  Lee,  sometime  Canon  to  the  Ordinary  of  this 
diocese  and  presently  the  priest  of  a  new  congregation,  Holy  Family,  in  Fishers, 
Indiana,  spoke  about  the  need  for  evangelism,  marketing,  and  the  development  of  new 
congregations. 

The  Convention  met  for  business  on  Saturday,  7  November,  at  the  Wagon  Wheel 
Theatre,  Warsaw,  Indiana,  opening  at  0905  with  prayer  by  The  Rt  Rev’d  Francis  C. 
Gray,  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana. 

While  the  tabulations  of  the  Credentials  Committee  were  being  made,  the  Bishop 
introduced  The  Rev’d  Richard  Kallenberg  of  the  Finance  Committee,  who  introduced 
two  guests  from  Society  Bank,  South  Bend:  Nancy  King  (Trust  Officer)  and  Katherine 
Hochstetler  (Investment  Manager),  who  direct  the  Investment  Management  Account 
of  the  Diocese.  They  were  to  be  available  for  a  couple  of  hours  for  parishes  wishing  to 
consult  them  on  the  managed  diocesan  fund  which  parishes  are  invited  to  join. 

The  Bishop  then  introduced  clergy  new  to  the  diocese  since  the  last  convention: 
first  priests:  Robin  Thomas,  assistant  at  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne;  Patrick  Ormos,  Rector 
of  St  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso;  Derek  Harbin,  Rector  of  St  Andrew’s,  Kokomo;  Carl  Bell, 
Rector  of  St  James’,  Goshen;  Richard  Alford,  Rector  of  St  Paul’s,  LaPorte;  Susan 
Blubaugh,  Vicar  of  St  Peter’s,  Rensselaer;  Michael  Haas,  Priest-in-Charge  at  Trinity, 
Logansport;  and  Robert  Deshaies,  Rector  of  St  Timothy’s,  Griffith.  Deacon  Mark 
Thompson  was  also  introduced.  He  will  be  Vicar  of  All  Saints’,  Syracuse,  and  assistant 
at  St  Anne’s,  Warsaw,  and  will  be  ordained  priest  on  21  December.  Also  introduced 
as  visiting  convention  was  The  Rev’d  Frederick  Mann,  Dean-elect  of  the  Cathedral. 

Now  came  the  credentials  committee  report  from  The  Rev’d  Harold  Comer, 
chairman.  Of  1 1 1  authorized  lay  delegates,  103  were  registered;  of  84  authorized 
clergy,  52  were  registered.  Thereupon  Bishop  Gray  declared  convention  open  for 
business. 

Bishop  Gray  next  noted  the  death  of  two  clergy  of  this  diocese  in  the  last  year: 
Curtis  Ross  and  John  Hughes.  Prayer  was  then  offered  for  them  and  their  families. 

Bishop  Gray  also  noted  the  retirement  of  two  clergy  since  last  convention:  Robert 
Bizzaro  and  Lynford  Eyrick.  They  were  thanked  for  their  ministry. 

Bishop  Gray  then  welcomed  a  new  mission  to  the  diocese:  St  Elizabeth’s,  Culver. 
It  began  in  Rochester  in  1987  and  moved  two  years  later  to  Culver.  Council  recognized 
it  as  a  mission  in  the  summer  of  1 992  and  The  Rev’d  Loyd  Holified  was  instituted  Vicar 
in  October. 

Bishop  Gray  then  moved  to  the  election  and  appointment  of  convention  officers: 
Mrs  Sharon  Katona  as  Treasurer;  The  Rev’d  John  Schramm  as  Secretary;  Mr  James 
Pankow  as  Chancellor;  and  Mr  David  Wright  as  Assistant  Chancellor.  Convention 
unanimously  approved  Bishop  Gray’s  appointment.  Bishop  Gray  continued  by  naming 
Fr  Schramm  as  a  Canon  of  the  diocese  in  his  work  for  him  as  Secretary  to  convention 
and  for  a  number  of  years  of  service  in  this  capacity. 

Attention  was  now  called  to  the  inclusion  in  the  convention  materials  of  certain 
changes  to  the  national  constitution  and  canons  due  for  action  at  the  convention  of 
1994. 

Now  came  the  report  of  the  Standing  Nominating  Committee,  Mrs  Nancy  Moody, 
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chairman  (members  of  the  committee:  Mrs  Anne  Donnelly,  Mrs  Kay  Miller,  Mr  David 
Nash,  The  Rev’d  David  Hyndman,  and  the  Rev’d  William  Hibbert).  Before  the  report 
was  made,  however.  Bishop  Gray  proposed  four  procedural  points  for  the  facilitation 
of  the  elections.  (1)  Color-coded  ballots  enable  all  elections  to  be  taken  at  once, 
instructions  for  each  ballot  given  and  nominations  from  the  floor  still  allowed;  for 
Standing  Committee,  Foundation,  and  Cathedral  Chapter  (2)  after  the  first  round  of 
voting  if  there  is  no  election,  all  but  the  top  two  names  should  be  dropped  and  one  more 
ballot  taken;  (3)  for  Provincial  Synod  and  General  Convention  (3)  after  the  first  round 
the  least  vote-getter  should  be  dropped  for  the  next  round;  and  (4)  the  unsuccessful 
candidates  for  Synod  and  General  Convention  with  the  highest  plurality  should  be 
considered  elected  as  alternates.  There  were  no  objections  raised  to  any  of  these 
procedures. 

Mrs  Moody  then  presented  Ballot  #  1 :  Directors  of  the  Foundation.  The  Rev’d  Jack 
Meyer  asked  that  his  name  be  removed  for  health  reasons.  There  remained  Deacons 
Theodore  Neidlinger  and  Sarah  Tracy  in  the  clerical  order  and  Mr  Rod  Carringer,  Mrs 
Fanny  Clement,  and  Mr  Richard  Ring  in  the  lay  order.  The  vote  was  taken  for  one  in 
each  order. 

Ballot  #2:  was  then  presented:  the  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter.  In  the  clerical 
order:  The  Rev’d  Henry  Randolph  and  The  Rev’d  Shelby  Scott;  and  in  the  lay  order:  Ms 
Constance  Bickel  and  Ms  Marilyn  McKay.  The  vote  was  taken  for  one  in  each  order. 

Ballot  #3:  Standing  Committee.  In  the  clerical  order:  The  Rev’d  Paul  Bradshaw, 
The  Rev’d  Richard  Kallenberg,  and  The  Rev’d  Frank  Moss.  In  the  lay  order:  Mr  James 
Diffenbach,  Mr  John  Mapes,  and  Mrs  Nancy  Wiese.  The  vote  was  taken  for  one  in  each 
order. 

Ballot  #4:  Provincial  Synod.  (In  the  clerical  order,  Fr  Hibbert  had  moved  out  of 
the  diocese,  so  the  alternate  Fr  Gerth  became  the  delegate  and  Fr  Randolph  was 
appointed  alternate.)  The  vote  was  for  two  lay  persons  from  the  following:  Mrs  Anne 
Donnelly,  Mr  Wyatt  Mick,  Mr  David  Nash,  Mrs  Suzanne  Stiene,  Mr  Joseph  Weaver,  and 
Mr  Chester  Williams. 

Ballot  #5:  Clerical  Deputies  to  General  Convention.  The  vote  was  for  four  from 
among  priests:  Michael  Basden,  Harold  Comer,  Stephen  Gerth,  David  Hyndman, 
Richard  Kallenberg,  John  Meyer,  Philip  Morgan,  Frank  Moss,  and  Dabney  Smith. 

Ballot  #6:  Lay  Deputies  to  General  Convention.  The  vote  was  for  four  from  among: 
Mrs  Elizabeth  Bane,  Mr  Lee  Lacey,  Mr  Wyatt  Mick,  Mrs  Nancy  Moody,  Mr  Daniel  Pfeifer, 
Mrs  Suzanne  Stiene,  Mr  Chester  Williams,  and  Mr  David  Wright. 

Next  came  Mrs  Katona  to  present  the  audited  Treasurer’s  Report  for  1991  and  the 
unaudited  3rd  Quarter  report  for  1992.  There  were  no  questions. 

Next,  responding  to  Fr  Basden’s  request  for  personal  privilege.  The  Bishop 
introduced  Ms  Judy  Dunstan,  Regional  Director,  of  the  Church  World  Service,  the 
ecumenical  link  to  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund.  She  spoke  for  a  few  minutes  regarding 
the  work  of  Church  World  Service. 

Next  came  the  report  from  the  Committee  on  Constitutions  and  Canons,  Mr  James 
Pankow,  Chancellor  and  Chairman.  (The  Committee:  Mr  Joseph  Weaver,  Fr  Gerth, 
Canon  David  Seger.)  The  Committee  formally  proposed  the  new  constitution  which 
members  of  convention  had  already  seen.  The  reasons  for  a  new  constitution  and 
canons  were  primarily  two:  (1)  We  are  not  currently  operating  under  our  present 
system;  and  (2)  a  new  philosophy  of  organization  which  tries  tc  make  the  details  of 
organization  fall  into  the  canonical  realm,  not  the  constitutional  one.  So  the  present 
constitution  is  on  the  order  of  a  skeleton,  compared  to  the  old  one.  Mr  Pankow  moved 
to  accept  the  new  Constitution. 

Mr  Wicks  then  came  forward  with  three  amendments  to  the  new  constitution.  He 
first  presented  an  alternate  preamble  which  filled  out  the  bare  mention  of  the 
geographical  area  of  the  diocese  with  material  stressing  our  continuity  with  historic 
Anglicanism,  much  of  which  came  from  the  national  church  preamble.  Fr  Moss  moved 
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that  we  table  all  of  Mr  Wick’s  amendments  until  later  in  the  day  when  the  committee 
could  present  their  recommendation.  This  motion  prevailed. 

Now  ensued  a  brief  discussion  of  the  new  proposed  canons. 

A  recess  was  taken  at  1 027  and  convention  resumed  at  1 045  with  renewed  debate 
on  the  constitution.  The  Committee  believed  the  preamble  to  be  adequate  as  it  was, 
but  was  willing  to  recommend  that  after  the  preamble  as  proposed,  Mr  Wicks  addition 
be  placed,  but  limited  to  the  words  from  the  national  preamble.  Mr  Wicks  agreed  to 
the  changes  as  the  committee  recommended.  When  the  vote  was  taken,  the  revised 
preamble  was  accepted,  to  read  as  follows:  The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  The  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Counties  of  Adams,  Allen,  Benton,  Blackford,  Carroll,  Cass,  DeKalb, 
Elkhart,  Fulton,  Grant,  Howard,  Huntington,  Jasper,  Jay,  Kosciusko,  LaGrange,  Lake, 
LaPorte,  Marshall,  Miami,  Newton,  Noble,  Porter,  Pulaski,  St  Joseph,  Starke,  Steuben, 
Wabash,  Wells,  White,  and  Whitley  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
the  cause  of  religion  and  piety,  establishing  order  and  securing  to  themselves  and 
posterity  the  advantages  of  the  ministry  and  ordinances  of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and 
establish  this  Constitution.  The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  is  an  integral 
part  of  The  Episcopal  Church,  which  is  a  constituent  member  of  the  Anglican 
Communion,  a  Fellowship  within  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apostolic  Church,  of 
those  duly  constituted  Dioceses,  Provinces,  and  regional  churches  in  communion  with 
the  See  of  Canterbury,  upholding  and  propagating  the  historic  Faith  and  Order  as  set 
forth  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

Mr  Wicks  then  proposed  an  amendment  to  Article  II  regarding  controlling  law.  The 
substance  of  the  amendment  was  to  mention  the  American  Constitution  and  Law,  the 
Prayer  Book,  and  Holy  Scripture.  Fr  Gerth  responded  that  the  committee  did  not 
recommend  Mr  Wicks  amendment.  The  Prayer  Book  and  Scripture  were  already 
implicit  in  the  National  Church  Constitution  and  Canons  and  their  specific  mention 
redundant.  Regarding  US  law,  for  our  better  protection  it  is  well  not  to  mention  it,  since 
we  will  be  obligated  to  obey  those  parts  which  concern  us  anyway.  When  the  motion 
came  for  a  vote  it  was  defeated.  Mr  Wicks  then  proposed  an  amendment  to  Article  IV 
regarding  Diocesan  Council,  to  tighten  the  language  referring  to  council’s  power.  Fr 
Gerth  recommended  Mr  Wicks’  proposal.  When  the  matter  came  to  a  vote,  Mr  Wicks 
amended  Article  IV  prevailed.  It  reads  as  follows:  A  Council  of  the  Diocese  shall  function 
exclusively  as  an  interim  legislative  authority  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  shall 
perform  such  specific  functions  as  are  delegated  to  it  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  or 
by  Canon  Law.  The  Council  shall  be  selected  as  provided  in  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 

Convention  then  proceeded  to  vote  on  the  Constitution  as  amended.  The  first 
reading  passed. 

Now  came  Bishop  Gray  to  offer  his  annual  address  to  convention,  (vid.  infra.) 

Election  reports  now  came  in.  In  ballot  #1  Den  Neidlinger  was  elected  to  the 
Foundation.  There  was  no  lay  election.  So  Mrs  Clement’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot 
#7  ordered  for  a  run-off.  In  ballot  #2  Fr  Scott  and  Ms  Bickel  were  elected  to  Cathedral 
Chapter.  In  ballot  #3  Mrs  Wiese  was  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee.  There  was 
no  clerical  election,  so  Fr  Bradshaw’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot  #9  taken  for  a  run¬ 
off.  In  ballot  #4  Mrs  Donnelly  was  elected  as  a  lay  delegate  to  Provincial  Synod.  fA 
second  needed  still  to  be  elected,  so  Mr  Weaver’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot  #10 
was  taken  for  a  run-off.  J  In  ballot  #5,  Fr  Basden  and  Fr  Smith  were  elected  Deputies 
to  General  Convention.  Fr  Meyer’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot  #11  for  further 
deputies  was  taken,  voting  for  two.  In  ballot  #6,  Mr  Lacey,  Mr  Williams,  and  Mrs  Moody 
were  elected  Lay  Deputies.  Mr  Mick’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot  #  12  taken  for  a 
further  deputy,  voting  for  one. 

Next  came  a  presentation  by  Mr  Windy  Miller  for  the  Wawasee  Committee.  He 
introduced  Mr  Brian  Grantz,  Director,  who  spoke  about  the  works  of  the  Wawasee 
Center. 

At  1200  Fr  Schramm  led  the  noon-day  prayers.  Convention  adjourned  at  1205 
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for  lunch. 

Convention  reconvened  at  1330  with  The  Rev’d  Philip  Morgan  introducing  cadets 
and  faculty  from  Howe  School,  who  operated  a  display  about  the  school  at  Convention. 

Now  came  election  results.  Ballot  #10  had  no  election,  so  Mr  Mick’s  name  was 
stricken  and  ballot  #16  taken  for  Delegates  to  Provincial  Synod.  In  ballot  #7  Mr  Ring 
was  elected  to  the  Foundation.  In  ballot  #9  Fr  Kallenberg  was  elected  to  the  Standing 
Committee.  Ballot  #11  had  no  election,  so  Fr  Morgan’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot 
#17  taken  for  Clerical  Deputies,  voting  for  two.  There  was  no  election  in  ballot  #12, 
so  Mr  Wright’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot  18  taken  for  Lay  Deputies,  voting  for  one. 

Bishop  Gray  then  read  a  note  from  Bishop  Sheridan  expressing  regret  that  he  was 
unable  to  attend  the  convention. 

Mr  Grantz  then  introduced  the  chairman  of  the  Young  Adult  Leadership  Team, 
Julie  Cockram,  who  spoke  about  the  diocesan  youth  work. 

MrsTamysin  Grantz  next  introduced  the  pages  of  convention:  Stephen  Hausholter, 
David  Hausholter,  Thomas  Hausholter,  Megan  Housholter,  Jill  Satterly,  and  Courtney 
Schapsa  from  St  Anne’s,  the  host  parish:  Michael  Wraight  and  Katie  Schramm  from 
St  Thomas’,  Plymouth;  Susan  Powers  from  Gethsemane,  Marion;  Ashton  Smith  and 
Bradley  Mohnke  from  St  Michael’s,  South  Bend;  and  Lisa  Fishe  from  St  Alban’s,  Ft 
Wayne. 

Deacon  Rich  Miller  next  gave  the  Diocesan  Deacons’  report,  (for  report  vid.  infra.) 

The  Rev’d  Robert  Fitzpatrick  next  reported  on  the  Foundation,  (vid  infra.) 

Mr  Dan  Mohnke,  chairman  of  the  Congregational  Revitalization  and  Development 
Committee,  gave  highlights  of  the  printed  report. 

Fr  Moss  then  stood  to  move  that  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
commend  the  Congregational  Revitalization  and  Development  Committee  for  its  work 
and  commit  itself  to  support  the  vision  of  the  Committee  and  the  Bishop  to  create  new 
congregations  in  the  Diocese.  The  resolution  was  seconded  and  passed. 

It  was  reported  that  there  was  no  election  in  ballot  #16,  so  Mr  Nash’s  name  was 
stricken  and  ballot  #19  was  taken  for  a  delegate  to  provincial  synod. 

In  ballot  #18,  Mrs  Stiene  was  elected  4th  Lay  Deputy  to  General  Convention.  (In 
the  order  of  election,  1st  deputy  was  Mrs  Moody,  2nd  Mr  Lacey,  3rd  Mr  Williams. 
Alternates  in  order:  Ms  Bane,  Mr  Wright,  Mr  Pfeifer,  Mr  Mick.) 

There  was  no  election  in  ballot  #  17,  so  Fr  Comer’s  name  was  stricken  and  ballot 
#20  taken  for  Clerical  Deputies,  voting  for  two. 

Next  The  Rev’d  John  Blakslee  presented  Resolution  #1,  regarding  the  title  of  St 
Joseph  in  the  Feast  of  March  19.  He  offered  it  in  an  amended  form  so  as  to  be  properly 
received  by  General  Convention.  After  some  debate,  the  resolution  was  defeated. 

Next  Fr  Kallenberg  presented  the  revised  proposed  budget  for  1993.  He  thanked 
Mr  Dan  Mohnke  particularly  for  his  work  on  the  finance  committee,  since  he  will  be 
unable  to  continue.  The  committee  is  currently  composed  ofThe  Rev’d  Ronny  Dower, 
Mr  Larry  Miles,  Fr  Kallenberg,  Mr  Richard  Robertson,  and  Mr  Robert  Bulloch.  Fr 
Kallenberg  noted  that  a  higher  percentage  of  this  budget  is  devoted  to  mission  tasks 
than  ever  before.  During  the  debate,  Fr  Morgan  moved  that  since  council  had  reduced 
the  income  by  granting  reduction  in  assessment  petitions,  the  4%  figure  for  Revital¬ 
ization  and  Development  should  be  reduced  by  $475.75.  He  moved  that  this  figure  be 
used  to  help  the  retired  bishop  with  some  of  his  travel  expenses.  This  was  unanimously 
passed  and  the  budget  as  well. 

The  Rev’d  Paul  Tracy  now  presented  Resolution  #2  regardingThe  Hon.  E.  Spencer 
Walton.  It  passed  unanimously. 

Mr  Walton  now  presented  the  Courtesy  Resolutions: 

A:  Greetings  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 

B:  Greeting  to  Bishop  Otubelu 

C:  Thanks  to  the  People  of  St  Anne’s 

D:  Thanks  to  Fr  Lee 
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E:  Best  Wishes  to  Fr  Eyrick  and  Fr  Bizzaro  on  their  retirement 

F:  Greetings  to  Bishop  and  Mrs  Sheridan 

G:  Sympathy  to  the  Families  of  Fr  Ross,  Fr  Hughes,  Fr  Morgan  Gray,  and  Mrs 
Jane  Gray. 

H:  Greetings  to  Mrs  Klein 

Bishop  Gray  then  ordered  a  10  minute  recess  at  1455  for  ballot  results.  At  1505 
convention  resumed  to  hear  the  results  of  Ballot  #19:  Mr  Williams  was  elected  second 
lay  delegate  to  Provincial  Synod.  (Mr  Mick  continues  his  term  as  alternate  delegate.) 
And,  finally,  in  ballot  #20  Fr  Kallenberg  and  Fr  Moss  were  elected.  The  clerical 
deputation  in  order  of  precedence  is:  Fr  Smith,  Chair;  Fr  Basden;  Fr  Kallenberg;  Fr 
Moss.  The  alternates  in  order  are:  Fr  Gerth;  Fr  Hyndman;  Fr  Comer;  Fr  Morgan. 

Convention  adjourned  at  1507  with  prayer  by  Bishop  Gray.

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THE  BISHOP’S  CONVENTION  ADDRESS 

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  94TH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

WARSAW,  INDIANA 
NOVEMBER  6-7,  1992 

Hebrews  1 2:1-2  "With  so  many  witnesses  in  a  great  cloud  all  around  us,  we  too, 
then,  should  throw  off  everything  that  weights  us  down  and  the  sin  that  clings  so  closely, 
and  with  perseverance  keep  running  in  the  race  which  lies  ahead  of  us.  Let  us  keep  our 
eyes  fixed  on  Jesus,  who  leads  us  in  our  faith  and  brings  it  to  perfection:  for  the  sake  of 
the  joy  which  lay  ahead  of  him,  he  endured  the  cross,  disregarding  the  shame  of  it,  and 
has  taken  his  seat  at  the  right  of  God's  throne." 

The  author  of  the  epistle  to  the  Hebrews  shows  us  an  image  of  a  race.  In  this  race, 
there  are  witnesses  and  there  is  a  contest.  The  runner  is  encouraged  to  leave  behind 
any  dead  weight  which  will  hinder  the  race,  and  to  fix  the  eyes  on  the  prize.  The  race 
is,  of  course,  the  spiritual  journey  and  the  prize  is  the  knowledge  of  Jesus.  This  image 
is,  in  fact,  a  communal  one,  for  witnesses  are  involved,  and  the  exhortation  is  in  the 
plural.  As  the  theme  for  this  Diocesan  Convention,  I  have  chosen  -  "Let  us  keep  our 
eyes  fixed  on  Jesus." 

The  function  of  the  Church  is  to  bear  witness  to  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus  and  to 
the  continued  life  of  Jesus  in  the  community  of  Faith.  We  are  aware  of  the  cloud  of 
witnesses  which  has  gone  before  us.  We  must  also  be  aware  of  those  who  follow.  We 
are  the  Community  of  Christ,  and  therefore,  we  must  act  like  a  community,  and  not 
like  individuals.  We  need  each  other  as  a  community  called  the  Diocese. 

Our  diocese,  as  a  witnessing  community  is  called  to  "keep  running  in  the  race  which 
lies  ahead  of  us.  "This  calls  for  purposefulness,  dedication  and  single-mindedness.  In 
this  Decade  of  Evangelism,  our  course  had  been  set  forth  in  the  documents  entitled 
A  PASTORAL  PLAN  FOR  THE  DECADE  OF  EVANGELISM  and  BUILDING  THE  BODY. 
In  preparation  for  this  convention,  as  I  reread  these  documents  and  as  I  have  reread 
convention  addresses  from  the  past  six  years,  one  theme  emerged  repeatedly.  We  are 
the  Body  of  Christ  and  we  are  called  to  be  witnesses  for  Christ.  We  are  to  run  the  race. 
We  are  to  stay  the  course  and  finish  it. 

The  basic  place  where  the  race  is  run  is  in  the  local  congregation.  The  purpose  of 
the  Diocese  is  therefore  to  assist  by: 

(1)  strengthening  existing  congregations  in  their  mission, 

(2)  leading  in  evangelization  and  strategy  beyond  the  local  church 

(3)  being  a  point  of  contact  between  the  local  congregation  and  other  parts  of  the 

body  of  Christ  throughout  the  world 

(4)  reaching  out  in  Christ's  name  to  the  sick  and  suffering.  Let  me  take  some  time 
now  to  expand  these  areas. 

STRENGTHENING  EXISTING  CONGREGATIONS: 

Four  of  the  ways  this  happens  are  through: 

Youth  ministry 

Special  programs  and  catechists 

Retreats  and  conferences 

Clergy  deployment 

Youth  Ministry: 

Our  youth  ministry  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country  for  a  small  diocese.  We  are 
fortunate  to  have  Brian  Grantz  who,  through  his  leadership  and  commitment,  has  been 
key  to  its  success.  In  the  past  year,  we  have  added,  for  junior  high  school  students, 
a  special  weekend  called  "New  Beginnings."  The  next  one  is  scheduled  for  November 
20-22.  Our  summer  camp  was  oversubscribed  with  130  people  participating.  And  to 
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think,  two  years  ago  we  had  to  cancel  camp!  The  Gary  Youth  Project  successfully 
completed  its  fourth  summer  of  high  school  students  doing  Christian  Community 
Service.  The  monthly  diocesan  youth  days  continue  to  be  looked  forward  to  by  our 
young  people. 

All  of  these  programs  are  structured  to  assist  local  congregations  with  youth 
ministries.  Through  the  monthly  programs,  renewal  weekends,  and  summer  camps, 
all  of  our  congregations  are  offered  excellent  resources  for  their  youth  programs. 

Special  Programs: 

Through  the  School  for  Faith  and  Ministry,  under  the  capable  direction  of  our 
archdeacon,  Sarah  Tracy,  congregations  are  offered  LEM  training,  diaconal  training, 
continuing  education  and  other  programs.  This  coming  year,  congregational  growth 
workshops  with  leaders  such  as  the  Reverend  Arlin  Routhage  and  the  Reverend  George 
Martin  are  planned.  (For  further  information  about  these  workshops,  I  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Revitalization  and  Development,  formerly  the  Mission 
Strategy  Task  Force) 

Catechists: 

I  note  with  enthusiasm  the  various  catechetical  programs  in  the  Diocese.  It  is  my 
hope  that  these  congregational  programs  can  be  unified  in  such  a  way  that  the 
individual  congregations  can  be  strengthened  and  that  the  bishop  can  have  a  more 
active  role.  Several  clergy  have  asked  for  a  Diocesan  Baptismal/Confirmation  day  in 
Eastertide.  I  will  be  pleased  to  consider  any  ideas  when  a  mutual  program  is  more  fully 
developed,  and  have  asked  Clifford  King  Harbin  to  coordinate  efforts  for  Diocesan 
support  of  catechetical  programs. 

Retreats  and  Conferences: 

Each  year  there  are  retreats  for  clergy,  clergy  spouses,  and  deacons,  as  well  as 
a  conference  for  the  clergy  and  their  spouses.  New  this  year  are  Bishop  and  Clergy  Days. 
This  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  small  groups  of  the  clergy  and  listen  to  their 
concerns  in  a  pastoral  way.  It  pleases  me  that  there  is  renewed  interest  in  a  Priests 
Fellowship  which  has  recently  begun  meeting.  During  Lent  there  were  weekly  quiet 
days  at  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  and  between  October  and  Advent  we  are  having 
monthly  quiet  days  there. 

Clergy  Deployment: 

When  it's  time  for  clergy  to  move,  the  Diocesan  office  stands  ready  to  assist  in  the 
search  process  for  a  new  priest.  There  are  usually  from  three  to  six  vacancies  at  any 
one  time  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  Canon  Seger  who  patiently  and  diligently  guides 
the  vestries  and  search  committees  through  a  process  of  prayerful  discernment  which 
has  proven  to  be  quite  helpful  in  most  all  instances. 

LEADING  IN  EVANGELIZATION  AND  STRATEGY  BEYOND  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

As  an  Episcopal  Church,  evangelization  beyond  the  local  church  is  most  effective 
when  we  work  together.  Our  Diocesan  plan  for  this  has  been  described  in  Building  the 
Body,  and  is  further  developed  in  this  year’s  new  report  by  the  Revitalization  and 
Development  Committee.  We  are  hoping  to  open  two  new  congregations  in  1993.  One 
of  these  will  be  in  a  small  town,  and  the  other  a  suburban  congregation.  First,  we  are 
hoping  to  open  a  new  ministry  in  a  small  town  in  the  Wabash  Valley  Deanery.  Monies 
for  this  project  are  available  from  the  sale  of  Holy  Trinity,  Peru.  For  the  suburban 
ministry,  there  will  be  $30,000.00  available.  $10,000.00  of  this  amount  comes  from 
saving  two  percent  of  the  1 992  budget.  This  was  done  in  anticipation  of  the  four  percent 
for  mission  and  strategy  from  the  1993  budget.  The  remaining  $20,000.00  will  come 
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from  the  1993  budget. 

As  authorized  by  the  1991  Diocesan  convention,  a  capital  funds  drive  will 
commence  in  1993.  We  are  in  the  process  of  investigating  fund  raising  firms  to  assist 
us.  A  special  Diocesan  Council  meeting  will  be  called  to  approve  a  firm  to  lead  us  in 
this  effort.  To  refresh  your  memory,  the  monies  raised  are  to  be  used  for  matching 
grants  and  low  interest  loans  to  existing  congregations,  in  addition  to  assisting  in  the 
purchase  of  properties  for  new  congregations. 

BEING  A  POINT  OF  CONTACT  BETWEEN  THE  LOCAL  CONGREGATION  AND  THE 
OTHER  PARTS  OF  THE  BODY  OF  CHRIST. 

Your  bishop  represents  you  in  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
also  in  the  wider  Church.  My  primary  ministry  outside  the  diocese  has  been  to  serve 
as  Chairman  of  the  Presiding  Bishops  Fund  for  World  Relief.  It  pleases  me  to  be  able 
to  bring  you  up  to  date  about  some  of  the  impact  the  fund  has  had  this  past  year: 

(1)  Over  5,000  individuals  have  given  over  $800,000.00  to  victims  of  Hurricane 
Andrew  and  Hurricane  Iniki  through  the  Fund 

(2)  $500,000.00  is  being  raised  and  sent  to  Russia  to  assist  the  St.  Xenia's  private 
outpatient  clinic  in  St.  Petersburg. 

(3)  A  mobile  health  care  van  was  constructed  for  use  in  Lebanon.  Our  own  diocese 
can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that,  through  local  generosity,  the  van  was  built  at  wholesale 
prices  and  the  entire  cost  of  the  van  was  given  through  private  donations  which  were 
generated  here  in  Northern  Indiana. 

Last  summer,  I  traveled  to  Guatemala  and  Costa  Rica  for  the  Fund.  There,  I  saw 
a  vibrant  Christian  community  witnessing  to  the  world  in  the  name  of  Christ.  There 
were  day  care  centers  for  children,  farming  co-ops,  school  and  many  churches,  some 
very  lovely.  In  particular,  I  want  to  stress  the  annual  appeal  for  the  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund.  The  appeal  will  be  held  in  Januaiy,  and  I  am  asking  each  congregation  to  have 
a  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  coordinator  to  work  with  Charlotte  Strowhorn,  our  Diocesan 
Representative.  If  every  Episcopalian  gave  twenty  dollars  per  year,  much  more  could 
be  done  through  the  Fund.  The  annual  appeal  is  the  time  to  do  this. 

As  we  think  about  our  connectedness  with  other  parts  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  I  must 
mention  Enugu.  Even  as  we  continue  our  cordial  relationship  with  the  Diocese  of 
Enugu,  I  am  proposing  that  we  consider  a  companion  relationship  with  a  Caribbean, 
Central  or  South  American  Diocese.  I  will  be  forming  a  committee  to  look  into  this. 

1  have  been  encouraged  by  the  recent  meetings  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  We  have 
continued  to  focus  on  Christ  and  on  healing  the  divisions  which  exist  among  us.  Last 
year  and  this,  we  held  two  extra  meetings  in  order  to  address  these  concerns. 
Compassion,  candor  and  charity  have  led  us  to  much  growth  and  hope.  Please  continue 
to  pray  for  all  Christian  leaders  everywhere  during  these  tense  times  in  our  world. 

REACHING  OUT  IN  CHRIST’S  NAME  TO  THE  SICK  AND  SUFFERING. 

This  last  section  is  in  no  way  the  least  important.  It  is  in  fact  at  the  heart  of  the 
whole  mission  of  the  Church.  Throughout  the  diocese,  people  are  reaching  out  in 
Christ's  name  in  numerous  ways  -  too  many  to  list.  The  fact  that  we  now  have  fourteen 
deacons  -  each  with  special  ministries  -  is  a  significant  sign  of  our  diocese's  concern 
of  the  world. 

St.  Margaret's  House  is  growing  as  a  center  for  women  in  South  Bend.  This 
wonderful  place  of  hospitality  is  operated  by  the  women  of  the  diocese  and  is  a  beacon 
of  hope  to  so  many.  Due  to  your  generosity,  I  am  able,  through  my  discretionary  fund, 
to  assist  many  people  when  pastoral  emergencies  arise.  Often  this  fund  is  able  to  help 
pay  counselling  fees  for  our  own  clergy  families  in  need. 

The  Gary  Youth  Project,  mentioned  earlier,  is  a  vehicle  to  involve  young  people  in 
the  concerns  of  the  world. 

The  passage  from  Hebrews  reminds  us  that  we  are  to  " throw  off  everything  that 
weighs  us  down. "  In  the  coming  years,  we  will  be  challenged  to  grow  deeper  in  love  with 
Christ  and  to  bring  more  people  into  his  fellowship.  This  will  happen  in  the  local 
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congregation.  The  diocese,  a  we  just  heard,  exists  to  undergird  this.  I  call  upon  all 
committees,  commissions  and  organizations  in  the  diocese  to  focus  on  equipping  the 
saints  for  the  work  of  ministiy.  If  some  of  our  committees  have  outlived  their 
usefulness,  then  they  should  be  disbanded.  Existing  groups  should  ask  themselves 
these  questions: 

(1)  Does  our  work  give  glory  to  God? 

(2)  Is  our  work  focusing  on  the  mission  of  the  Church? 

(3)  Is  there  a  need  and  a  demand  for  what  we  offer? 

Because  of  the  visionaiy  work  of  the  Mission  and  Strategy  Task  Force,  and  because 
of  your  vision  in  passing  these  resolutions  last  year,  our  resources  will  be  used  in  even 
more  focused  ways.  And  the  results  will  be  stronger  congregations  and  new  missions. 

I  remind  you  that  our  budget  for  1993  has  been  accomplished  by  not  raising 
assessments.  The  growth  of  congregations  and  prudent  planning  have  enabled  us  to 
meet  the  budget  without  asking  for  a  higher  percentage.  This  will  be  our  third  year 
without  an  increase.  I  further  note  that  our  assessment  process  is  well  within  the  norm 
of  dioceses  nationwide  and  is  a  well  functioning  process.  Through  prudent  manage¬ 
ment  of  resources,  and  by  not  raising  assessments,  we  further  undergird  and 
strengthen  the  ministry  of  each  congregation. 

There  are  several  other  matters  which  do  not  fit  in  the  previous  categories,  but 
are  important  to  us  as  a  diocese. 

The  constitution  of  this  diocese  is  over  thirty  years  old  and  is  completely  out  of  date 
with  National  Canons.  A  faithful  group  of  people  have  worked  to  revise  our  constitution, 
which  will  be  presented  for  approval  at  this  convention.  The  committee  has  been  very 
thorough  in  its  endeavors  -  even  to  the  point  of  consulting  such  canonical  experts  as 
Bishop  Wantland  of  the  Diocese  of  Eau  Claire.  We  can  be  grateful  to  these  people  for 
their  efforts.  I  urge  your  endorsement  of  the  necessary  changes.  Next  year  it  will  be  time 
to  revise  the  canons. 

Our  diocesan  newspaper  The  Beacon,  has  been  under  the  able  editorship  of 
Harriet  Heithaus  for  the  past  few  years.  Harriet's  work  load  with  the  Fort  Wayne 
Journal  Gazette  has  increased,  and  she  finds  that  she  has  less  time  than  is  required 
to  devote  to  The  Beacon.  I  thank  Harriet  for  her  work  and  her  dedication.  I  always  looked 
forward  to  the  fine  quality  of  the  issues  she  edited.  In  the  future,  in  order  to  keep  more 
current,  plans  are  being  made  to  have  an  issue  of  The  Beacon  published  each  month. 
Tentative  plans  are  for  a  1  l"x  1 7"  singlefold  document.  It  will  be  necessary  to  hire  a  part- 
time  person  to  do  this  work,  and  hopefully  this  can  be  accomplished  with  the  monies 
budgeted  for  1993. 

Most  of  you  know  that  I  was  on  sabbatical  this  summer.  I  want  you  to  know  how 
much  I  appreciated  the  opportunity  to  set  the  time  aside,  and  I  thank  you  for  making 
it  possible.  I  spent  one  quarter  of  the  time  volunteering  for  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund 
for  World  Relief,  one  quarter  of  the  time  writing  and  editing  poetry  and  short  stories, 
one  quarter  of  the  time  on  vacation  and  one  quarter  of  the  time  in  the  diocese  for 
emergencies.  While  this  did  not  turn  out  to  be  a  restful  a  time  as  I  had  anticipated,  it 
was  indeed  a  challenging  time  and  a  time  of  spiritual  growth  for  me.  During  the 
sabbatical,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  I  found  a  poetry  teacher  whose  advice  helped  me 
improve  my  writing  skills.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have  recently  submitted  a  book  of  poetry 
and  a  short  story  for  publication.  I  have  always  found  the  time  I  spend  writing  to  be 
an  avenue  of  spiritual  growth.  The  sabbatical  time  allowed  my  creative  energies  to  be 
rekindled  in  new  ways,  and  I  thank  you  for  making  this  possible. 

I  was  offered  my  first  sabbatical  while  I  was  a  parish  priest.  Such  leaves  can  be 
most  beneficial  for  clergy.  They  are  a  wonderful  way  to  renew  vision  and  vigor  as  well 
as  strengthen  ministry.  I  encourage  clergy  to  discuss  sabbaticals  with  their  vestries 
and  will  be  happy  to  assist  when  asked. 

My  personal  life  and  that  of  my  family  has  been  greatly  affected  by  the  deaths  of 
my  brother  and  my  mother.  Morgan  died  right  before  Ash  Wednesday  and  Mom  died 
in  September  on  Holy  Cross  Day.  During  this  time  of  loss,  our  family  has  been 
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strengthened  by  the  prayers  and  support  of  the  members  of  our  diocesan  family.  We 
thank  you  for  your  love  and  for  your  many  prayers.  During  these  two  illnesses  as  well 
as  during  the  sabbatical,  the  diocesan  staff  carried  on  beautifully  with  faithfulness  and 
professional  competence.  I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  Canon  Seger,  Carole  Gross, 
Sharon  Katona,  Archdeacon  Tracy,  Brian  Grantz  and  Father  Kallenberg,  as  chairman 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  for  the  many  loving  ways  they  have  served  us  all! 

My  loss  is  not  the  only  loss  in  the  diocese.  Father  Curtis  Ross  and  Father  Jack 
Hughes  have  both  died  recently.  We  are  grateful  for  the  many  years  of  faithful  ministry 
both  gave  and  our  love  and  support  continue  with  Mary  Alice  and  Laveme.  Father  Mark 
North  and  Father  Jack  Meyer  have  both  had  serious  illnesses  during  the  past  few 
months.  Again  your  prayers  and  support  of  these  families  has  given  comfort  to  them. 

God  has  been  incredibly  generous  to  give  me  the  gift  of  a  loving  family  and  I  love 
them  dearly.  Their  strength  has  seen  me  through  so  much  during  this  year  of  loss.  Your 
strength  and  prayers  have  seen  me  through  as  well.  I  thank  God  for  you  all. 

In  the  passage  from  Hebrews  we  are  told  to  "keep  our  eyes fixed,  on  Jesus  who  leads 
us  in  our  faith  and  brings  it  to  perfection."  I  have  seen  Jesus  this  year  in  so  many  ways: 
in  the  beautiful  liturgy  of  my  brother's  funeral;  in  a  visionary  priest  in  Costa  Rica;  in 
the  music  selected  for  Curtis'  funeral  by  Mary  Alice  ross;  in  celebrations  of  new 
ministries;  in  the  quiet  strength  of  Laveme  Hughes;  in  bagpipes  and  Irish  hospitality 
at  St.  Francis',  Chesterton;  in  the  healing  touch  of  a  brother  priest  in  south  Bend;  in 
the  vision  of  this  convention  last  year.  In  prayer  and  word  and  sacrament,  God  has  been 
with  us  and  I  thank  him.  He  is  indeed  in  our  midst. 

Let  me  finish  with  a  story.  (Tell  story  of  General  Swartzkofl)  But  the  general  could 
not  have  been  talking  about  the  Episcopal  Church  I  know.  The  Episcopal  Church  I  know 
shelters  women  in  South  Bend  and  builds  churches  in  Beme.  The  Episcopal  Church 
I  know  is  overcrowded  in  Munster,  and  Valparaiso,  and  Warsaw.  The  Episcopal  Church 
I  know  has  a  hospice  ministry  in  Ft.  Wayne,  and  an  Aids  ministry  in  the  Calumet  area. 
The  Episcopal  Church  I  know  can  find  rest  and  spiritual  refreshment  on  Lake  Wawasee 
and  can  find  challenge  in  a  battered  women's  shelter  in  Gary.  The  Episcopal  Church 
I  know  will  open  two  new  congregations  next  year,  and  people  will  come  because  the 
Episcopal  Church  I  know  keeps  running  in  the  race  which  lies  ahead  of  it,  and  keeps  it's 
eyes  fixed  on  Jesus,  who  leads  us  in  our  faith  and  brings  it  to  perfection. 

I  thank  God  for  the  Episcopal  Church  I  know,  and  I  thank  you  for  being  part  of 
that  Church!

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 

Note  1  -  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

A.  Basis  of  Accounting 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  organization  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on  the  basis 
of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements.  Under  this  method  revenue  is  not  recognized 
until  it  is  received.  Likewise,  expenses  incurred  by  the  organization  are  not 
recognized  until  they  are  paid.  This  is  a  comprehensive  basis  of  accounting  other 
than  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

B.  Loan  Guarantees: 

The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  on  2/23/89  entered  into  a  guaranty 
agreement  for  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James  promissory  notes  totaling 
$150,000.  Balance  as  of  12/31/91  is  $98,619. 

C.  Retirement  Plan: 

The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  has  a  defined  contribution  Retire¬ 
ment  Plan,  whereby,  individual  contracts  with  Church  Pension  Fund  cure  purchased 
for  all  qualifying  employees.  Expense  for  1991  was  $19,495.61. 

D.  Income  Tax  Statue: 

The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  qualifies  as  a  tax-exempt  organiza¬ 
tion,  Section  501(c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  and  therefore,  has  no  provision 
for  Federal  or  State  income  taxes. 


E.  Loans 

On  1/1/91  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  entered  into  a  Note  with 
Episcopal  Church  Building  Fund  for  $50,000.  It  is  secured  by  the  Wawasee 
Conference  Center.  Interest  rate  is  10.25%  for  60  monthly  payments  of  $1,068.52. 
Two  large  principle  payments  were  made  during  the  year  to  bring  the  balance  as  of 
12/31/91  to  $16,310.17.  The  loan  scheduled  payoff  date  is  6/15/92.

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PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

CONGREGATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  REVITALIZATION  COMMITTEE 

1992  REPORT 

The  Congregational  Development  and  Revitalization  Committee  has  been  involved 
in  an  internal  conversation  over  the  past  year  regarding  the  future  of  congregational 
life  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  The  committee  has  attempted  to  discern  how 
to  positively  help  in  the  continuing  practice  and  evolution  of  our  common  ministry.  This 
diocese  is  neither  geographically  or  numerically  large,  yet  there  are  some  very  marked 
differences  in  our  individual  congregational  settings. 

Over  the  next  several  years,  we  will  have  to  face  demographic  changes  and  shifts 
in  our  diocese.  Family  (0-50  members)  and  Pastoral  (50-150  members)  size  congrega¬ 
tions  are  feeling  the  financial  and  programmatic  pinch.  Many  of  the  congregations  in 
our  Diocese  are  located  in  small  towns  with  shrinking  economic  bases  and  populations. 
Ordained  leadership  in  these  congregations  will  need  to  be  considered  very  carefully 
in  the  near  future.  For  example,  the  Commission  on  Ministry  is  now  considering  the 
ramifications  of  the  Northern  Michigan  model  of  designating  and  affirming  teams  from 
within  congregations  for  congregational  leadership.  These  selected  persons  go  through 
continued  training  and  mentoring  so  as  to  fill  various  roles  in  a  congregation  s  life  by 
taking  on  liturgical,  pastoral,  and  administrative  leadership  functions.  This  model  is 
particularly  apt  in  rural  settings.  Structures  for  on-going  support  and  supervision 
must  be  firmly  in  place  for  such  a  model  to  be  fully  effective.  In  Northern  Michigan  there 
is  a  full-time  ordained  missioner  to  oversee  these  congregations.  There  are  other 
models  of  regional  ministry  which  could  be  viable  wherein  congregations  share 
training,  support  staff,  educational  programs  and  ordained  staff  in  both  rural  and 

urban  areas. 

In  the  urban  centers  of  the  diocese  we  face  similar  opportunities.  The  move  to 
suburbia  has  continued  and  now  has  extended  to  exurbia.  The  move  to  exurbia  is  the 
move  beyond  the  bounds  of  suburbia  into  once  rural  areas  which  forces  a  local 
communities'  transformation.  As  a  diocese  we  have,  in  the  recent  past,  failed  to  keep 
up  with  these  trends.  Fear  at  a  local  level,  and  a  general  fear  to  risk,  has  meant  that 
in  the  last  twenty  years  we  have  not  and  still  are  not  missionizing  important  areas:  the 
Aboite  or  Northwest  regions  in  Fort  Wayne;  Granger  or  the  southern  portion  of  St. 
Joseph  County  in  South  Bend;  the  Merrillville  area  in  Lake  County;  and  Koskiusco 
County  are  all  such  areas  according  to  demographic  date  (cf.  last  year’s  report). 

These  areas  all  represent  "Front  Door"  mission  areas.  The  term  "Front  Door"  comes 
from  Arlin  J.  Rothauge's  new  publication:  All  Doors  Open:  An  Analysis  of  Methods  and 
Opportunities  for  Evangelism  and  Outreach  at  Three  Doors  (Episcopal  Church  Center, 
8 1 5  Second  Avenue,  New  York,  N .  Y.  10017).  Using  the  image  of  doorway  as  the  entrance 
into  the  church,  the  "Front  Door"  is  the  entrance  into  the  church  whereby  the 
newcomer  finds  social  and  cultural  homogeneity  with  those  inside.  We  have  made  it 
difficult  for  those  who  would  enter  by  failing  to  give  likely  Episcopalians  an  entrance 
in  their  immediate  settings.  We  are  failing  to  keep  up  with  demographic  and  technical 
trends.  We  must  open  the  "Side  Door"  as  well.  The  "Side  Door"  is  open  when  the 
established  group  is  willing  to  renegotiate  expectations  and  the  newcomers  are  not 
expected  to  adapt  but  share  in  the  changing  of  the  church.  New  emigrants  to  the  United 
States  are  now  largely  (80%)  from  Asia  or  Spanish  speaking  countries.  Changing 
professional  and  family  needs  and  expectations  make  Sunday  morning  worship  and 
education  less  viable  for  many  single  parents.  Single  persons  may  also  feel  excluded 
from  many  of  our  church  functions.  The  open  "Side  Door"  either  calls  us  into  parallel 
congregations  in  a  shared  facility  or  a  drastically  altered  model  to  consciously  include 
those  we  once  overlooked.  Many  of  our  urban  congregations  are  surviving  with  "Front 
Door"  congregations  in  a  "Side  Door"  environment.  Likewise,  many  of  our  suburban 
and  small  town  congregations  are  challenged  to  find  their  Side  Doors  of  opportunity.

Such  mission  endeavors  might  be  undertaken  on  a  regional  level  with  congregations 
combining  resources  and  talents  to  open  themselves  to  new-type  Episcopalians. 

Congregational  development  must  include  an  awareness  of  those  "Next  Door". 
This  is  outreach  ministry  which  allows  us  to  focus  on  proclaiming  the  Gospel,  living 
out  the  values  of  the  Gospel,  and  reconciling  others  to  God.  There  is  a  growing 
awareness  of  the  pain  in  our  society,  and  a  growing  sense  of  our  responsibility  to 
welcome  the  sick,  the  friendless  and  the  needy.  These  next  door  neighbors  might  even 
stay  awhile. 

The  mandate  to  preach  Jesus  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  would  best  start  in  our  own 
congregations  by  opening  all  the  doors.  The  Congregational  development  and  Revital¬ 
ization  Committee  hopes  to  help  meet  this  challenge  over  the  next  decade.  The 
Committee  is  presently  preparing  a  plan  for  the  use  of  the  money  allocated  for 
congregational  development  for  the  94th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana.  We  must  enter  into  this  together.  The  Bishop,  clergy,  and  congregations  must 
talk  with  one  another  about  the  needs  of  the  different  areas  of  the  diocese.  The  long 
range  vision  for  the  diocese  must  include  elements  of  congregational  development, 
clergy  training,  and  a  holistic  understanding  of  the  ministry  of  the  diocese.  We  must 
risk.  We  live  in  an  age  of  shifting  priorities  and  trends.  We  are  being  called  upon  to  learn 
new  languages  and  forms  to  proclaim  the  living  Christ.  Risk  for  the  Gospel  s  sake  is 
only  gain.  All  doors  must  be  open  to  not  only  bear  Christ  into  the  world  but,  to  let  Christ 

in! 

What  follows  are  some  ideas  to  begin  opening  new  doors  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  in  1993. 

Some  Alternatives  or  Scenarios  for  1993 

1.  A  task  force  of  the  Revitalization  and  Development  Committee  went  on  a  fact 
finding  tour  of  Wabash,  Indiana.  This  county  seat  community  is  in  an  area  bereft  of 
the  presence  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Wabash  is  not  a  large  city  (the  estimate  for  the 
year  2000  is  12,900)  but  it  is  not  an  area  to  be  overlooked.  The  surrounding  county 
holds  a  population  of  over  35,000.  The  town  of  Wabash  had  10  elementary  schools,  8 
Jr.  &  Sr.  High  Schools,  and  a  college.  With  many  manufacturing  employers  in  the 
county  it  is  a  stable,  although  not  fast  growing,  community. 

The  national  average  of  Episcopalians  composing  1%  of  a  Demographic  area 
suggests  that  Wabash  could,  at  a  minimum,  sustain  a  viable  congregation  of  100 
people.  However,  based  on  the  data  that  reveal  a  new  congregation  will  emerge  more 
rapidly  when  there  are  new  neighborhoods,  it  is  probable  that  Wabash,  being  a  settled 
community  would  not  be  as  open  to  a  new  self-sufficient  congregation. 

We  believe  though,  again,  that  Wabash  is  a  viable  area  for  the  Episcopal  Church 
to  plant  a  new  church.  A  possible  course  of  action  is  this.  Use  12-15  thousand  cf  our 
budget  to  hire  a  priest  to  develop  a  Wabash  congregation.  This  would  obviously  be  a 
part-time  salary  but  not  part-time  work.  A  possibility  would  be  to  have  this  priest  yoked 
with  an  existing  congregation  (and  receive  the  remainder  of  a  compensation  package 
from  them),  and  responsible  for  developing  a  fellowship  group  or  mission  in  Wabash. 

In  Wabash  there  is  a  convention  center.  The  Honeywell  Center,  which  has  ample 
room  to  begin  conducting  services.  The  rooms  run  from  $20.00  to  $50.00  per  visit  so 
would  be  within  our  given  resources  for  Sunday  use.  Other  expenses  would  include 
worship  supplies  -  perhaps  $1,000.00. 

To  enable  this  new  congregation  to  develop,  we  would  utilize  about  $3,000.00  for 
printing  and  then,  with  trained  volunteers  from  around  the  Diocese,  go  door  to  door 
in  Wabash  to  inform  and  invite  to  the  first  service  of  worship.  The  mission  priest  s 
responsibility  would  then  be  to  develop  local  leadership  to  develop  the  congregation. 
We  would  then  propose  that  this  same  volunteer  team  would  go  door  to  door  for  an 
existing  congregation  -  again  perhaps  Huntington  or  Gas  City  -  to  assist  in  continued 
growth  where  the  Episcopal  Church  already  exists.

An  extension  of  this  plan  would  be  to  have  a  ministry  team  for  2  or  3  congregations. 
This  would  enable  the  mission  priest  with  oversight  to  be  assisted  by  one  secretary  and 
one  Christian  Ed.  director,  one  music  leader,  etc. ,  to  share  resources  for  the  2  or  3  yoked 
congregations. 

2.  In  the  area  of  Hispanic  ministry  we  see  2  possibilities.  There  are  large  Hispanic 
segments  of  the  population  in  both  the  East  Chicago  and  South  Bend  communities  of 
our  Diocese.  We  believe  we  could  begin  new  congregations  servicing  our  Hispanic 
brothers  and  sisters  by  the  use  of  shared  facilities.  One  parish  in  the  two  areas  could 
be  designated,  or  better  still,  take  this  ministry  on,  and  open  their  doors  for  the 
development  of  a  new  congregation  to  exist  parallel  to  the  existing  congregation. 
Resources  would  require  $  1 500-2000  for  the  purchase  of  Spanish  BCP  s.  It  is  assumed 
the  new  Hispanic  congregation  could  support  the  cost  of  a  Spanish  speaking  supply 
priest  if  the  Rector  of  the  existing  congregation  could  not  serve  in  this  capacity.  It  would 
certainly  be  appropriate  to  designate  $400.00  of  the  Revitalization  and  Development 
budget  to  obtain  "Ministry  Area  Profiles"  for  the  East  Chicago  and  west  South  Bend 
areas.  These  Demographic  studies  will  help  us  pinpoint  the  best  locations  to  select  an 
existing  congregation  to  help  develop  this  ministry  as  well  as  reveafwhere  to  advertise/ 
evangelize  for  Hispanic  ministries. 

3.  A  specific  aspect  of  this  Committee  is  to  help  strengthen  existing  congregations. 
This  should  certainly  be  an  ongoing  activity.  We  do  sense  the  need,  however,  to  do  some 
one-time  events  in  the  life  of  our  diocese.  We  suggest  that  we  have  two  training 
seminars  in  1993.  One,  we  will  invite  the  Rev.  George  Martin  to  conduct  a  hands-on 
approach  to  door  to  door  and/or  telemarketing  campaigns.  These  evangelistic  tools  are 
definitely  effective  in  establishing  new  congregations  but  they  also  are  viable  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  existing  congregations.  Perhaps  in  conjunction  with  George  Martin,  or 
perhaps  as  a  separate  event,  we  would  utilize  the  experience  and  knowledge  of  the 
National  Church.  We  think  it  is  important  for  congregations  to  work  on  the  particular 
vision  for  their  congregation.  As  it  is  difficult  to  make  meaningful  long-term  decisions 
without  a  sense  of  vision,  it  is  appropriate  for  us  to  concentrate  on  how  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  visioning  technique.  Arlin  J.  Rothauge  will  be  able  to  help  us  in  this 
regard  guiding  us  through  the  aforementioned  All  Doors  Open.  For  these  two  seminars 
we  would  need  $2,000.00  to  $3,000.00. 

The  Revitalization  and  Development  Committee  and  the  Commission  on  Ministry 
will  be  working  together  to  better  understand  and  utilize  Canon  9  priests  where 
appropriate.  These  two  Diocesan  groups  will  study  the  effectiveness  and  shortcomings 
of  this  approach  with  a  fact  finding  journey  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Michigan  in  the 
Spring  of  1993.  After  this  we  hope  to  offer  some  training  for  the  formation  of  team 
ministries  utilizing  Canon  9  priests  and  other  administrative/liturgical  roles  for  the 
life  of  a  congregation,  mission,  or  fellowship  group.  The  team  ministry  approach  does 
not  necessitate  the  use  of  Canon  9  clergy  but  this  Canon  must  be  viewed  as  a  viable 
approach.  This  area  of  concern  will  definitely  be  an  ongoing  one  and  need  the  continued 
guidance  of  the  Revitalization  &  Development  Committee,  the  C.O.M.,  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  the  Bishop. 

4.  We  have  found  the  CID's  reports  (The  Demographic  studies  called  "Ministry  Area 
Profiles")  extremely  beneficial.  These  studies  offer  information  regarding  population 
and  households  that  are  useful  for  both  existing  congregations  and  establishing  new 
ones.  Utilizing  the  data  from  a  1  to  5  mile  radius  of  a  congregation  location,  we  can 
determine  lifestyles  (e.g.  blue  collar,  empty  nesters).  population  by  race /ethnicity, 
population  by  age,  income  brackets,  and  areas  of  primary  concerns,  religious  values 
and  faith  involvement/preference,  and  trends  for  the  future.  Obviously,  this  type  of 
information  will  be  beneficial  to  any  congregation  opting  to  specifically  target  groups 
for  evangelism  or  try  to  engage  in  new  outreach /service  activities.  We,  therefore, 
propose  that  up  to  $2,000.00  be  set  aside  so  that  the  congregations  composing  the 
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Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  could  order  these  reports  for  their  own  continued 
revitalization  and  benefit  of  us  all. 

5.  A  "Ministry  Area  Profile"  was  prepared  for  the  south  side  of  St.  Joseph  County. 
This  is  seen  to  be  a  viable  area  for  a  new  congregation.  The  number  of  households  is 
projected  to  increase  by  2077  between  1991  and  1996.  The  majority  of  the  population 
is  expected  to  be  composed  of  Suburban  Mid-Life  Families,  Mid-Life  Prosperity 
Households,  and  Established  Country  Families.  Without  going  into  great  detail,  each 
of  these  groupings  are  seen  to  be  stable,  educated,  and  financially  secure.  Although 
this  demographic  area  reports  a  higher  percentage  than  the  national  average  of  those 
who  would  call  themselves  Episcopalians,  of  greater  significance  is  the  33-43%  with 
the  likelihood  of  no  faith  involvement.  This  would  definitely  be  the  population  to  target. 
A  major  fear  of  the  planting  of  new  congregations  is  the  existing  congregations  will 
suffer  loss  of  members.  This  has  statistically  not  been  found  to  be  true.  Members  of 
congregations  generally  stay  where  they  are  known  and  accepted.  Of  equal  importance 
is  the  fact  that  new  congregations  begin  on  a  better  footing  with  new  people.  People 
not  involved  in  the  life  of  existing  congregations  are  more  excited  about  establishing 
something  new.  Telemarketing  techniques  have  revealed  this. 

We  believe  a  concerted  effort  utilizing  telemarketing,  a  door  to  door  campaign,  the 
rental  of  an  exiting  building  for  temporaiy  worship  space,  and  the  utilization  of  area 
diocesan  and  Notre  Dame  associated  clergy  could  establish  a  self-sustaining  Pastoral 
to  Program  sized  congregation  in  southern  St.  Joseph  County.  At  this  time,  there  has 
not  been  enough  fact  finding  to  discern  location  costs  and/or  ordained  missioner  costs 
but  the  viability  is  there  nonetheless. 

It  is  certain  that  we  will  not  be  able  to  do  all  of  these  alternatives  for  mission  in 
1 993  but  it  is  certain  that  we  can  begin.  Any  monies  not  used  of  the  allocated  budgeted 
line  item  we  could  roll  over  into  next  years  allocation  so  as  to  build  up  our  resources. 

THE  EPISCOPAL  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  OUTREACH  AND  ECONOMIC  JUSTICE  COMMITTEE 

TO  THE  94TH  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 
NOVEMBER  7,  1992 

The  Diocesan  Social  Outreach  and  Economic  Justice  Committee  was  created  by 
the  92nd  Diocesan  Convention  by  resolution  from  the  Diocesan  Mission  Strategy  Task 
Force.  The  purposes  of  the  committee  were  spelled  out  as  follows:  To  report  twice  a  year 
to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  and  annually  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  to 
develop  means  for  providing  educational  opportunities  for  expanding  our  social 
outreach  and  economic  justice  ministries,  and  to  provide  encouragement  for  doing  so. 

The  resolution  provided  that  the  Bishop  appoint  nine  members  to  serve  on  the 
committee  with  staggered  terms  of  office.  Three  deacons,  three  lay  persons,  and  three 
priests  have  served:  the  Ven.  Sarah  S.  Tracy,  Deacon;  Deacon  Leslie  Richardson; 
Deacon  Art  Wolford,  Mrs.  Charlotte  Strowhorn,  Mrs.  Mary  Pyle,  Mrs.  Bea  Fitzpatrick, 
the  Reverend  Tina  Velthuizen,  the  Reverend  Leonard  Brinkmoeller,  the  Reverend 
Robert  N.  Lynn.  During  the  year,  several  persons  resigned  or  declined  appointment  and 
were  replaced  by  the  Bishop. 

The  committee  met  about  every  six  weeks  beginning  in  January.  The  meetings 
were  held  at  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend.  We  are  grateful  to  Holy  Trinity  for  their 
hospitality  and  to  their  rector,  the  Reverend  Tina  Velthuizen,  who  was  not  only 
hospitable  in  attitude  but  also  frequently  prepared  the  meals  for  our  Saturday 
meetings. 

STATE  OF  SOCIAL  OUTREACH  AND  ECONOMIC  JUSTICE  MINISTRIES  IN  THE 

DIOCESE 

It  was  decided  that  information  gathering  for  this  written  report  of  the  state  of 
social  outreach  and  economic  justice  ministries  in  the  diocese  would  be  done  from  the 
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parochial  reports.  This  decision  was  made  for  several  reasons.  First,  each  parish  and 
mission  was  already  reporting  on  these  matters  to  the  diocese  and  to  utilize  this 
information  would  prevent  duplication  of  effort  in  attempting  to  survey  the  congrega¬ 
tions.  Second,  the  parochial  report  both  indexes  particular  outreach  ministries  and 
leaves  to  the  discretion  of  the  individual  completing  the  report  to  identify  other  types 
of  outreach  or  other  forms  of  ministiy  to  report.  Third,  as  the  committee  was  not 
entirely  in  a  consensus  about  what  constitutes  social  outreach  and/or  economic 
justice  ministries,  using  this  method,  while  perhaps  not  the  best  means,  would 
certainly  avoid  involving  the  committee  in  unnecessary  conflicts  about  whether  a 
particular  form  of  ministry  reported  by  a  local  congregation  did  in  fact  represent  either 
social  outreach  or  economic  justice.  Fourth,  it  would  be  less  expensive  than  initiating 

a  wholly  new  effort  to  ascertain  this  information. 

What  became  apparent  after  it  was  too  late  to  really  change  our  approach  was  that 
numerous  persons  completing  the  parochial  reports  did  not  provide  answers  to  this 
section  of  the  report  or  did  so  with  minimal  information.  Why  this  was  the  case  is 
unknown  and  untested.  What  should  be  done  about  it  is  obvious:  stress  the  importance 
of  completing  the  parochial  reports  fully  so  as  to  avoid  at  least  some  duplication  of  effort 
and  unnecessary  waste  of  time,  money,  and  imagination  in  filling  out  report  forms. 
Let's  do  it  right  the  first  time. 

WHAT'S  GOING  ON  ACCORDING  TO  THE  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS? 

The  new  Parochial  Report  asks  for  specific  information  concerning  a  variety  of 
social  outreach  ministries.  The  Parochial  Report  Form  asks  specific  information  on 
whether  or  not  the  congregation  is  involved  in  day  care,  selfhelp  ad  support  groups, 
soup  kitchens,  food  pantries,  and  shelters.  Quantitative  information  is  requested  in 
each  case.  There  is  also  a  section  requesting  that  information  be  provided  about  other 
programs.

So  this  is  how  the  people  who  fill  out  the  Parochial  Reports  see  it  in  our  parishes, 
missions,  and  fellowships.  Again,  we  are  making  no  value  judgment  at  this  point  except 
to  say  that  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future,  these  reports  will  be  completed  so  that  the 
appropriate  sections  are  given  the  attention  our  ministries  deserve.  We  know  that 
numerous  of  our  congregations  are  more  involved  in  their  communities  than  is 
reflected  here.  Many  of  our  churches  support  St.  Margaret’s  House  financially  or 
through  other  contributions  and  volunteers;  few  of  the  reports  reflected  this  involve¬ 
ment  at  all. 

We  can  see  from  the  above  listing  of  the  social  outreach  ministries  of  our  churches 
that  the  more  nitty-gritty  services  to  those  who  are  down-and-out  just  are  not  provided 
by  our  churches.  Trinity  Church,  Logansport,  reported  the  only  soup  kitchen  and  they 
conduct  it  once  a  month.  While  we  know  about  homeless  people  and  battered  women 
and  children  receiving  supportive  assistance  from  several  parishes,  none  of  our 
congregations  directly  engage  in  sponsoring  a  shelter  ministry.  St.  Thomas',  Plymouth, 
seems  to  have  connections  to  such  ministries  and  participates  in  them  through  these 
connections. 

There  are  other  avenues  of  ministry  that  we  are  engaged  in  that  do  not  show  up 
on  the  Parochial  Reports.  We  will  report  on  some  of  those  well-known  to  us. 

SOME  OTHER  SOURCES  OF  SOCIAL  OUTREACH  AND  ECONOMIC  JUSTICE 

MINISTRIES 

The  Mission  Strategy  Task  Force  noted  in  its  report  to  Convention  last  year  that 
deacons  are  particularly  called  to  ministries  of  this  sort.  Many  of  our  deacons  seem  to 
reach  out  to  those  who  are  infirmed  in  body,  mind,  and/or  spirit.  And,  we  are  told, 
frequently  there  are  local  lay  committees  which  are  engaged  in  ministry  with  the 
deacons  assigned  to  their  churches.  Whatever  the  case,  we  would  simply  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  deacons  are  a  source  of  added  ministry  in  social  outreach  and 
economic  justice  and  would  refer  the  reader  to  the  report  of  the  deacons  to  the 
convention.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  wishes  of  the  deacons  on  the  Committee. 

St.  Margaret's  House  is  a  source  of  pride  for  all  of  us  in  that  it  is  a  place  of  service 
to  women  in  need  and  a  place  of  ministry  for  many.  It  helps  us  all  to  be  more  faithful 
to  our  baptismal  vows.  Here  again,  reporting  on  the  work  of  St.  Margaret's  House  is 
best  done  by  those  involved  and  we  refer  the  reader  to  St.  Margaret's  House’s  Annual 
Report. 

Another  source  of  these  ministries  has  been  the  Episcopal  Regional  Ministry  of 
the  Calumet,  some  of  which  are  reflected  in  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  participating 
parishes.  For  the  past  three  years,  representatives  of  the  churches  of  the  Calumet  have 
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looked  for  ways  to  cooperate  with  one  another  in  expanding  our  ministries  in  this  region 
and  in  heightening  the  image  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Through  the  School  Box 
program,  numerous  children  have  received  assistance  in  starting  a  new  year  in  school 
with  at  least  the  basic  supplies  needed.  The  program  also  has  caused  us  to  be  more 
knowledgeable  about  the  problems  of  the  families  who  obtain  the  school  boxes.  This 
knowledge  led  to  St.  Stephen's  developing  a  working  relationship  to  the  SHARE/Food 
program  in  Chicago  as  a  means  of  aiding  those  families  in  being  able  to  obtain  more 
food  for  their  money.  St.  Stephen's  provided  the  site  and  the  volunteers  enabling  the 
initiation  of  SHARE/Food  Hobart.  In  a  year's  time,  that  program  had  spread  to  include 
purchases  being  made  by  unions  to  support  their  unemployed  members.  It  had  also 
spread  to  Gary,  through  St.  Barnabas.  During  the  past  year,  the  distribution  center 
was  temporarily  shifted  to  a  Roman  Catholic  Church,  but  has  recently  been  returned 
to  St.  Stephen's.  The  program  benefits  more  than  300  families  enabling  the  purchase 
of  $35.00  -  $40.00  worth  of  quality  grocery  items  for  a  cost  of  $16.00.  This  savings  is 
made  possible  because  of  the  volume  of  purchasing  being  done  by  the  central 
purchasing  agent,  SHARE/Food  Chicago. 

At  St.  Barnabas  in  the  Dunes,  a  new  relationship  has  emerged  with  the  school 
across  the  street  from  the  church.  This  relationship  is  expanding  contact  between  the 
church  and  parents  of  children  at  the  school  and  increasing  the  church's  ministry  to 
people  from  its  immediate  community.  An  active  committee  concerned  with  food 
ministry  at  St.  Barnabas  expanded  the  collection  of  canned  goods  to  be  redistributed 
to  an  agency  that  provides  shelter  and  care  to  pregnant  adolescents  and  by  involving 
the  congregation  in  the  SHARE/Food  program  while  seeking  means  for  opening  up  that 
service  to  the  lower  income  residents  of  Miller  Village.  For  some  as  yet  unexplainable 
reason,  the  church  was  not  able  to  make  that  service  available  to  the  residents  of  Miller 
Village  until  residents  of  Miller  Village  began  attending  church  as  worshippers  after 
initial  contact  through  the  School  Box  ministiy.  St.  Barnabas  is  developing  an 
advocacy  ministry  and  an  advocacy  ministiy  training  program  to  assist  these  families 
in  developing  solutions  to  long-term  problems  as  well  as  in  dealing  with  the  crisis 
situations  that  are  the  cause  of  their  coming  to  the  church  in  the  first  place.  Through 
the  Advocacy  Ministry  at  St.  Barnabas,  among  several  alarming  lessons  being  learned 
is  the  extent  of  violence  within  families  across  the  socio-economic  spectrum.  For  almost 
one-fifth  of  the  families  served  through  this  ministry,  domestic  violence  or  the  threat 
of  it  has  been  a  significant  problem. 

Another  way  in  which  the  Regional  Ministry  has  contributed  to  development  of 
ministiy  can  be  seen  in  the  expansion  of  the  AIDS  Ministiy  of  Deacon  Gloria  Taylor. 
For  many  months.  Deacon  Taylor  had  worked  to  develop  a  support  group  for  persons 
with  AIDS  and  their  loved  ones.  Numerous  obstacles  were  in  the  way.  She  brought  the 
problem  to  the  Regional  Ministiy  Council  and  gained  financial,  moral  and  volunteer 
support  for  this  effort.  She  developed  the  materials  for  an  Ad  campaign  at  the 
grassroots.  Two  hundred  posters  were  printed  and  distributed  in  offices  of  physicians, 
medical  clinics,  and  churches.  Advertising  was  done  through  the  newspaper  classifieds 
and  an  "800"  telephone  number  was  secured.  With  this  help  from  the  Regional 
Ministiy,  Deacon  Taylor  was  able  to  cut  through  the  obstacles  preventing  the 
development  of  the  support  group  she  felt  called  to  work  with  and  she  was  able  to  move 
forward  in  this  ministiy. 

Cooperation  between  the  Young  Adult  Leadership  Team  and  the  Regional  Ministry 
resulted  in  the  Gary  Youth  Project  which  has  involved  Senior  High  youth  from  around 
the  Diocese  in  ministry  with  homeless  and  battered  women  and  children,  and  recently 
with  the  YWCA  for  a  week  in  making  needed  repairs,  cleaning  up  and  painting  the 
facilities  in  question.  This  has  brought  the  youth  into  ministries  with  problems  and 
people  they  otherwise  would  not  have  even  dreamed  of  serving.  The  service  has  been 
genuine  and  it  has  engaged  the  youth  and  those  they  served  in  what  was  for  both 
unusual  experiences  enriching  the  life  experience  of  both  groups. 
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Not  all  of  the  regional  ministries  efforts  have  been  successful.  Efforts  at  welfare 
reform  have  not  yet  resulted  in  any  change  to  speak  of  in  that  system.  And  there  is  no 
current  action  from  the  Regional  Ministry  to  address  these  problems  in  this  legislative 
year.  There  needs  to  be  an  initiation  of  cooperative  effort  between  those  working  for 
welfare  reform  that  would  result  in  the  recipients  receiving  increased  benefits.  The 
issue  of  Indiana  being  the  only  state  in  the  union  with  a  rateable  reduction  policy  is 
still  relevant.  Removal  of  that  policy  would  immediately  increase  by  1 0%  the  income 
of  recipient  families  with  dependent  children.  This  is  an  issue  of  economic  justice. 

HOUSING  AND  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 

During  the  past  four  years,  under  the  Bishop's  leadership,  we  have  engaged  in 
social  outreach  and  economic  justice  ministries  in  and  through  Lake  Interfaith 
Families  Together  (LIFT),  a  church-based  community  organization  in  which  St. 
Augustine's  and  St.  Barnabas  in  the  Dunes  are  dues-paying  members  (2%  of  annual 
budget  less  benevolences)  and  in  which  both  laity  and  priests  participate  on  the  Board 
and  in  the  issues  task  forces.  Robert  Brown,  Robert  Tatum,  and  Charles  Onwuka  have 
represented  St.  Augustine's  while  Ernie  Oppman,  Martha  Johnson  and  Lynn  Rooney 
have  represented  St.  Barnabas  in  the  Dunes. 

We  have  also  provided  $  1 0,000  to  LIFT  through  the  Coalition  for  Human  Need.  LIFT 
in  turn  has  generated  both  several  millions  of  dollars  for  reinvestment  and  housing 
rehabilitation,  redevelopment  and  has  provided  a  vision  of  a  community  of  churches 
working  together  for  the  common  good.  LIFT  was  responsible  for  attracting  the  Local 
Inituitive  support  Corporation  to  establish  a  local  advisory  committee  and  program  in 
Gary  for  the  Calumet  region.  This  is  called  LISC.  The  initial  capitalization  of  the  local 
LISC  was  enabled  in  party  by  funds  from  corporations  with  local  operations.  Bishop 
Gray,  along  with  other  judicatory  heads  called  upon  officials  of  these  corporations 
seeking  a  commitment  of  funds  for  this  purpose.  About  two  million  dollars  were  pledged 
and  the  National  LISC  came  on  board.  Charlotte  Strowhom  represented  the  Episcopal 
Church  on  the  local  Advisory  Committee  of  the  LISC  during  its  first  year  of  operation. 

Also  through  LIFT,  it  has  been  possible  to  initiate  a  Community  Development 
Corporation  to  undertake  rehabilitation  of  housing  and  resale  to  low-to-moderate 
income  purchasers.  LIFT's  efforts  in  this  regard  have  been  aided  financially  by  outside 
funding  sources  and  by  the  LISC  which  has  made  available  not  only  operating  funds 
in  the  form  of  grants  but  also  through  establishment  of  a  revolving  loan  fund  to  enable 
rehab  and  resale  to  take  place.  An  initial  goal  of  "recycling"  thirty  HUD-owned  houses 
for  resale  has  led  to  nine  such  buildings  being  undertaken.  Much  has  had  to  be  learned 
and  progress  has  been  extremely  slow,  but  three  of  these  units  have  been  finished,  sold, 
and  inhabited  by  their  new  owners,  three  others  are  under  contract,  and  three  more 
are  nearing  completion. 

Other  housing  rehabilitation  and  community  rehab  efforts  have  benefited  from 
the  LISC  including  other  not-for-profit  Community  Development  Corporations  in  Gary, 
Hammond,  and  East  Chicago.  Several  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
awarded  by  LISC  to  these  groups  which  are  undertaking  rehab  projects  in  the  region. 

In  addition  to  the  thrust  for  redevelopment  of  Gary,  LIFT  has  been  involved  and 
involved  our  members  in  issues  affecting  the  community.  In  Gary,  abandoned  housing 
is  a  major  problem  on  community  morale  and  serves  as  a  problem  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hoods  in  which  it  is  located.  Often  such  abandoned  housing  becomes  a  place  where 
persons  engaged  in  criminal  activity  habitate  or  hide  out.  Extensive  abandonment,  as 
in  Gaiy,  constitutes  a  drain  on  the  tax  base  of  the  City  and  County  and  on  community 
morale.  LIFT  has  been  a  vehicle  for  forcing  the  City  to  be  more  aggressive  in  seeking 
the  removal  of  dilapidated  abandoned  units  although  many  still  remain  due  to  the 
extensiveness  of  the  problem.  Of  course  this  demolition  does  not  immediately  aid  the 
tax  base  though  it  does  prepare  the  land  for  future  use  and  makes  it  more  attractive 
for  redevelopment. 


During  the  current  year,  LIFT  and  our  churches  have  been  working  to  find  ways 
to  have  an  impact  in  combatting  crime  in  Gary.  A  current  issue  to  gain  a  1 0%  immediate 
pay  increase  for  police,  firefighters,  and  emergency  treatment  personnel  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  is  awaiting  implementation.  Other  critical  issues 
concerning  crime  in  Gary  are  being  developed,  with  a  goal  of  bringing  together  the 
community  in  an  effort  to  have  a  significant  impact  in  reducing  crime  in  this  area. 

Other  sources  of  social  outreach  and  economic  justice  ministry  that  we  are 
engaged  in  the  Calumet  region  include  our  work  with  the  Northwest  Indiana  Open 
Housing  Center,  the  only  open  housing  center  in  the  state  of  Indiana.  Working  largely 
to  end  discrimination  in  the  housing  market  in  this  region,  the  Open  Housing  Center, 
has  led  an  effort  to  gain  increased  commitment  to  reinvestment  in  the  region  by  local 
financial  institutions.  By  organizing  the  Community  Reinvestment  Alliance  of  North¬ 
west  Indiana  and  utilizing  Federal  laws  and  regulations  concerning  disclosure  of 
deposit  and  loan  information  by  census  tract,  the  Alliance  members  were  able  to  prove 
redlining  and  disinvestment  by  many  local  financial  institutions  and  through  threat¬ 
ening  Community  Reinvestment  Act  challenges  to  the  plans  of  several  such  institu¬ 
tions  to  expand  or  to  sale  their  institutions,  were  able  to  negotiate  reinvestment 
agreements  of  $125  million  over  the  next  five  years.  The  Coalition  for  Human  Need  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  made  a  grant  of  $4,000  to  provide  for  monitoring  of  these 
reinvestment  agreements  by  the  Northwest  Indiana  Open  Housing  Center. 

The  Northwest  Indiana  Open  Housing  Center  called  upon  St.  Barnabas  in  the 
Dunes  Advocacy  Ministiy  to  provide  public  comment  on  behalf  of  open  housing 
advocates  to  the  draft  of  the  Federally- required  Comprehensive  Housing  Affordability 
Strategy  of  the  State  of  Indiana.  This  involved  St.  Barnabas  personnel  in  studying  the 
draft,  critiquing  the  proposed  strategy  from  the  point  of  view  of  encouraging  compliance 
with  open  housing  law,  and  developing  recommendations  to  strengthen  appeal  for 
complying  with  the  law  on  the  part  of  developers,  realtors,  and  public  officials. 
Testimony  was  also  provided  of  other  ways  the  State  Treasurer’s  Office  and  any  other 
state  sources  seeking  depositaries  for  State  or  other  public  funds.  Additional  informa¬ 
tion  and  legal  precedents  were  provided  for  enabling  distribution  of  low-income 
housing  throughout  metropolitan  areas  thus  preventing  over-concentration  of  low- 
income  families  in  inner  cities. 

St.  Barnabas  in  the  Dunes  and  St.  Augustine’s  vestries  and  rectors  have  agreed 
to  the  initiation  of  a  joint  project  to  "  .  .  .  study  racism  in  Gary,  in  the  United  States, 
and  within  ourselves"  as  a  means  of  developing  approaches  to  combat  the  increasing 
racism  in  church  and  society.  It  is  hoped  that  from  this  project  will  grow  concrete 
programs  for  helping  individuals  and  groups  to  develop  greater  awareness  of  the  extent 
of  the  problem,  of  its  insiduous  nature,  and  to  experience  a  purging  of  the  wells  of  our 
own  racism  in  order  to  be  more  effective  servants  of  Christ  in  the  world  he  calls  us  to 
serve. 

This  is  by  no  means  an  exhaustive  listing  of  the  social  outreach  and  economic 
justice  ministries  in  the  diocese.  This  is  a  listing  of  how  the  persons  who  complete  the 
Parochial  Reports  and  others  have  reported  the  information  to  the  Committee.  We  hope 
that  these  reports  in  the  future  will  be  more  complete  and  that  information  about 
emerging  new  ministries  will  be  communicated  to  the  Diocesan  Committee  in  care  of 
the  Diocesan  Headquarters  from  where  it  may  be  forwarded  to  the  appropriate 
committee  member. 

We  rejoice  that  much  is  going  on.  We  pray  for  guidance  and  leadership  for  more 
to  emerge  and  to  be  empowered  by  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  sake  of  the  church  and  the 
world.

DIOCESAN  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

PURPOSE:  To  develop  and  implement  programs  of  ministry  for  the 
people  of  God  in  this  Diocese  for  the  proclamation  of  and  witness  to 
Jesus  Christ  through  the  power  of  the  Spirit. 

The  Diocesan  Evangelism  Committee  met  monthly  during  the  first  part  of  the  year 
as  we  were  planning  an  Evangelism  weekend  which  would  feature  the  Friends  of  the 
Groom,  a  Christian  drama  group.  As  the  weekend  of  May  15  through  17  approached 
we  found  ourselves  in  an  awkward  position.  We  had  done  a  direct  mailing  through  a 
mailing  service  to  members  of  the  Diocese  on  the  event  and  asked  that  people  make 
a  reservation  for  Saturday's  activities.  The  week  before  the  event  we  only  had  6 
reservations  and  were  forced  to  cancel  the  weekend  with  the  Friends  of  the  Groom. 

We  spent  the  early  summer  evaluating  reasons  why  there  was  not  a  greater 
response  to  the  weekend  that  we  had  planned.  Out  of  this  time  came  the  realization 
that  the  Evangelism  Committee  needed  to  look  at  what  its  ministry  is  in  this  Diocese 
and  what  direction  it  should  take  in  the  future. 

We  are  still  in  this  process  of  discernment  of  the  ministry  of  the  Evangelism 
Committee.  We  note  with  joy  that  Evangelism  is  alive  and  well  in  this  Diocese.  Over 
the  past  6  years  we  have  witnessed  the  intentional  effort  by  many  parishes  to  increase 
their  evangelism  ministries.  We  have  also  seen  an  increased  interest  on  the  Diocesan 
level  toward  evangelism  with  the  creation  of  committees  for  congregation  revitalization, 
and  church  planting.

DIOCESAN  ASSESSMENT  REVIEW  -  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 


The  92nd  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  passed  a  resolution  to 
review  the  Diocesan  Assessment  system  to  address  the  theological  basis,  fiscal 
operation  and  practical  application  of  the  present  system,  and  to  review  viable 
alternatives  for  congregational  support  for  the  Diocese.  The  resolution  also  asked  the 
Diocesan  Council  to  report  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  system  of 
diocesan  assessments  to  the  93rd  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  The 
93rd  Convention  extended  the  time  to  1992  in  order  for  the  report  to  be  completed. 

A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  99  dioceses  requesting  information  regarding  their 
system  for  funding  the  diocesan  budget.  Responses  were  received  from  42  dioceses.  The 
majority  of  the  dioceses  who  rely  on  voluntary  giving  expressed  dissatisfaction  and 
concern.  Most  all  of  them  were  also  in  the  midst  of  reviewing  their  system.  There  was 
a  wide  range  of  assessment  systems  with  percentages  ranging  from  5%  -  38.45%  of 
various  income  figures.  Dioceses  with  low  parish  contributions  are  beneficiaries  of 
sizeable  endowments. 

The  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  received  the  sub-committee's 
findings  and  concluded  the  present  assessment  system  and  percentage  rate  is 
reasonable  for  the  size  and  make  up  of  the  Diocese.  After  investigation  and  comparison, 
the  Council  also  believes  the  present  system  to  be  among  the  most  efficient  in  the 
Church-at-large.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Christian  Education  meets  four  times  each  calendar  year.  The  first  meeting 
was  held  in  March  in  Plymouth  and  was  a  program  of  getting  acquainted  with  each 
other  and  with  our  respective  skills  and  needs.  We  discussed  the  curriculum  uses  and 
needs  of  our  various  parishes  and  decided  that  we  use  the  'serendipity'  approach  and 
that  we  do  it  well.  Eight  of  our  parishes  use  the  Catechesis  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  The 
remainder  use  various  combinations  of  published  and  unpublished  materials. 

Our  second  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  the 
Diocese  of  Indianapolis,  and  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  in  Indianapolis  and  was 
entitled,  "Chaos  to  Creativity".  As  part  of  the  planning  committee  for  this  conference, 
Sarah  Tracy  and  Brian  Grantz  attend  several  meetings  in  the  spring.  Eleven  persons 
attended  the  conference  in  June,  including:  Gail  Beuchner  and  Cindy  Fisher  who 
presented  two  workshops  on  the  Catechesis  of  the  Good  Shepherd;  Brian  Grantz  who 
presented  a  workshop  on  retreats  with  youth;  and  Sarah  Tracy  who  presented  three 

age  level  workshops  on  "Images  of  Faith". 

The  third  meeting  was  held  in  the  Parish  Resource  Center  in  Mishawaka  and  was 
an  evaluation  of  Called  to  Teach  and  Learn:  A  Cathechetical  Guide  for  the  Episcopal 
Church.  We  discussed  its  merits  and  its  demerits  and  agreed  that  we  would  each 
evaluate  the  materials  separately  on  the  forms  provided  by  the  national  Church.  Called 
To  Teach  and  Learn  was  called  for  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  in  1987  and  was  appointed 
by  the  following  General  Convention  and  is  to  be  presented  in  its  final  form  to  the  1994 
General  Convention  in  Indianapolis  along  with  a  "program  to  familiarize  congrega¬ 
tional  leaders  with  its  content  as  a  resource  for  the  renewal  of  their  educational 

ministries".  . 

Our  fourth  meeting  was  moved  from  October  27  to  February  27,  1993.  This 

meeting  was  a  presentation  for  the  diocese  of  a  number  of  different  teaching  and 

learning  methods  useful  in  and  for  our  diocese. 

We  mourn  the  loss  by  death  of  the  Reverend  Curtis  Ross,  a  faithful  member  of  this 
committee  and  a  former  chairman  of  the  committee.  We  will  miss  his  guidance  and 
leadership  in  the  coming  years.

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CLERGY  FAMILY  PROJECT  COMMITTEE 


The  Clergy  Family  Project  Committee  has  been  involved  in  responding  to  the  needs 
of  the  clergy  and  clergy  families  of  our  diocese.  These  needs  were  identified  by  an 
extensive  survey  in  May,  1991.  The  "research"  phase  was  completed  last  fall,  and  since 
that  time  we  have  been  in  the  "action"  phase. 

The  May,  1992  Clergy  and  Clergy  Spouse  Conference  was  devoted  to  discussing 
the  data  and  identifying  areas  where  there  were  opportunities  to  respond  to  certain 
needs.  The  Committee  has  prioritized  and  categorized  these  needs  in  three  main  areas: 
Health  (Spiritual,  Emotiona,  and  Physical),  Communication  and  Continuing  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  Finances.  By  dividing  into  subcommittees,  the  committee  has  been  able  to 
address  several  needs  at  a  time.  Plans  are  laready  underway  for  the  idstribution  of  a 
publication  on  Family  Spirituality,  a  workshop  about  clergy  tax  concerns,  and  a 
conference  about  stress  and  time  management. 

The  ongoing  annual  retreats  offered  by  the  diocese  for  clergy  and  clergy  spouses 
in  the  fall,  and  the  joint  conference  in  the  spring  continue  to  strengthen  and  encourage 
the  ministries  of  the  clergy  and  clergy  spouses. 

Our  committee  continues  to  look  for  ways  to  carry  out  our  vision  for  the  clergy  and 
clergy  spouses  of  this  diocese.  That  vision  is  formally  stated:  WE  ENVISION  OUR¬ 
SELVES  AS  A  LOVING  COMMUNITY  OF  CHRIST  WHERE  EACH  INDIVIDUAL  IS 
RESPECTED  AND  ENCOURAGED  TO  GROW  IN  AN  ATMOSPHERE  OF  OPENESS, 
SUPPORT,  AND  TRUST.

COMMISSION  ON  ALCOHOLISM  AND  ADDICTIONS 

Much  of  this  commission's  work  is  necessarily  anonymous  by  its  nature. 
Alcoholics  and  addicts  run  from  publicity.  It  is  interesting  and  amusing  among 
members  of  the  fellowship  that  we  don't  care  who  sees  us  falling  down  drunk  in  public, 
but  we  don't  want  anyone  to  know  we  are  sober  and  straight. 

We  have  given  a  few  lectures,  notably  at  St.  Joseph  hospital  to  the  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education  class  which  is  a  continuing  invitation  to  lecture  to  each  class.  In  addition, 
we  have  attended  seminars  to  further  our  own  education  and  to  stay  current  on 
developments  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  alcoholics  and  addicts. 

As  a  commission,  we  continue  to  offer  our  services  as  advisors  and  in  the  capacity 
of  facilitating  interventions.  We  are  active  in  our  individual  fellowships,  i.e.  A.A., 
Alanon,  Adult  Children  of  Alcoholics  as  members  and  as  sponsors. 

Two  of  us  wifi  attend  a  special  five  day  conference  at  St.  Vincent  hospital  in 
Indianaplis  in  November  of  this  year.  We  are  looking  forward  to  that  opportunity.  I  hope 
to  spend  three  of  those  days  in  the  area  of  treatment  of  young  people  which  is  an  area 
in  which  I  have  hope  to  gain  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  special  problems  presented 
by  this  group. 

The  commission  consists  of  myself,  Fr.  Chiles,  Fr.  Scott  and  Deacon  Zunkel  who 
is  our  newest  addition  to  the  commission.  Incidentally,  Deacon  Zunkel  is  actively 
involved  in  a  special  program  with  a  church  group  which  needs  to  remain  anonymous. 

The  chairman  has  become  a  member  of  RACA,  Recovering  Alcoholic  Clergy 
Association,  and  attended  the  annual  retreat  of  that  group  at  Fatima.  It  was  a  very  good 
retreat.

4.  Made  a  presentation  to  the  Diocesan  Youth  Group. 

In  late  May,  we  traveled  to  Guatemala  (Central  America)  to  visit  projects  funded 
by  PBF.  As  one  who  has  experienced  the  traditional  American  way  of  life,  it  was  most 
disconcerting  to  see,  first  hand,  the  lifestyle  of  individuals  deprived  of  the  most  basic 

needs  .  .  .  such  as  water  and  electricity. 

The  Annual  Appeal  is  to  begin  January  1 7  and  conclude  on  January  3 1 .  Through 
surveys,  it  has  been  determined  that  these  dates  do  not  interfere  with  annual 
fundraising  events  at  the  parish  level.  Hurricane  Andrew,  Hurricane  Iniki  and  hunger 
in  Somalia  have,  without  a  doubt,  put  a  strain  on  the  Fund.  To  quote  Rob  Trowbridge, 
author  of  the  Appeal,  "parishioners  are  being  asked  to  give  IN  ADVANCE  of  any  proven 
disaster  or  need".  Please  keep  the  Appeal  in  mind  and  in  your  prayers.  Volunteers  to 
act  as  parish  coordinators  are  still  very  much  needed  for  this  project.

Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief 
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SCHOOL  FOR  FAITH  AND  MINISTRY 

The  School  For  Faith  and  Ministry  is  a  three  track  school  for  all  the  saints  in 
Northern  Indiana.  Track  One  is  called  'The  Lay  School  For  Faith  and  Ministry"  and  is 
a  three  year  school  which  is  open  to  all.  It  consists  of  two  five  month  semesters  and 
one  summer  retreat  each  year.  People  are  welcome  to  take  the  entire  semester  or  to 
take  individual  courses.  Weekends  begin  on  Friday  evening  and  close  on  Sunday 
afternoons  at  3:00  p.m.  At  the  present  time,  the  school  meets  at  St.  Paul's  Church  in 
Mishawaka.  The  following  courses  have  been  offered  this  calendar  year:  spring  — 
Biblical  Studies  (The  Four  Gospels),  Church  History  (The  Early  Church),  Spiritual 
Formation  (Benedictine  Prayer),  Pastoral  Theology,  fall  -  Biblical  Studies  (Pauline 
Epistles),  Church  History  (Third  Century  to  the  Reformation),  Spiritual  Formation, 
(Spirituality  of  Music  and  Images  of  Faith:  Eyesight  as  Insight),  and  Pastoral  Theology. 
Twenty  people  have  been  enrolled  in  the  school  this  year. 

Track  Two  is  a  one  year  study  of  diaconal  formation.  It  is  open  to  those  who  have 
been  accepted  as  candidates  in  the  diaconal  process.  The  following  courses  were  held 
in  the  1991/1992  track:  The  Deacon  In  The  World;  The  Deacon  In  The  Church;  The 
Deacon  In  The  Liturgy;  The  Deacon  and  The  Bible,  Spiritual  Formation.  Seven  persons 
were  enrolled  in  this  track  this  past  year.  All  have  been  ordained  deacon  this  year. 

Track  Three  is  continuing  education  in  the  diocese.  It  is  open  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  separate  courses  as  they  are  announced.  The  bi-annual  Day  of  Lay 
Ministries  was  held  in  Gary  at  St.  Augustine’s  in  the  spring  and  the  fall  day  was  held 
on  October  3 1  at  Wawasee.  Days  of  Prayer  at  Wawasee  are  held  once  a  month  during 
the  year  and  are  held  once  a  week  during  Lent.  A  retreat  was  held  in  April  at  Wawasee 
which  was  open  to  all  interested  in  attending.  This  next  year,  1993,  four  workshops 
will  be  held  in  four  areas  of  the  diocese  for  L.E.M.  licensing.  Dates  will  be  announced 
at  a  later  date.  These  will  be  half  day  workshops  and  will  be  held  in  areas  which  will 
be  easy  to  travel  to.  The  school  is  ready  and  willing  to  offer  any  courses  which  are  needed 
and  wanted. 

The  board  meets  bi-annually:  Deacon  M.  Richard  Miller,  chairman,  The  Rev. 
Stephen  Gerth,  treasurer,  Ms.  Verna  Oyer,  secretary,  Deaco  Joe  Illes,  Mr.  Bob  Klevorn, 
Members  ex-officio:  The  Bishop,  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  The 
Chairman  of  the  Christian  Education  Committee.  The  Ven.  S.S.  Tracy  is  the  Director 
and  Ms.  Verna  Oyer  is  the  assistant  to  the  director. 

1992  ANNUAL  REPORT  ST.  MARGARET'S  HOUSE 

Saint  Margaret's  House  continues  to  grow  and  serve  the  low  or  no  income  women 
and  children  of  South  Bend  inner  city.  Last  October  we  were  fortunate  to  have  Kathryn 
A.  Schneider  become  our  new  director.  Under  her  very  capable  direction  S.M.H.  is 
growing  not  only  in  number  of  guests  and  more  services,  but  also  in  our  image  in  the 
community.  Kathy  has  given  speeches  to  many  groups  and  had  an  article  published 
in  LITTLE  FLOWER  newsletter,  telling  of  the  work  at  S.M.H. 

In  March,  I  attended  a  school  Fund  Raising  with  Limited  Budgets  at  Indiana 
University.  We  hope  to  implement  many  of  the  things  learned  in  our  own  fund  raising 
program. 

July  26th,  we  celebrated  our  second  annivesaiy  with  a  Birthday  Party.  Many  of 
our  volunteers  and  friends  helped  us  make  this  a  special  day  for  our  guests  at  Saint 
Margaret's  House.  The  Sweet  Adelines  sang  at  our  party  and  have  chosen  us  as  their 
yearly  project.

(16  people)  and  two  refugee  cases  (3  people);  "lost"  two  refugee  cases  to  Diocese  of 
Indianapolis  last  winter  due  to  lack  of  contact  person  in  Fort  Wayne.  Nationalities 
included  Burmese,  Vietnamese,  Romanian,  and  Ethiopian.  Resettlement  sites  were 
Nappanee,  Whiting,  Ft.  Wayne,  Michigan  City,  Gary,  Portage,  and  Griffith. 

Have  been  in  contact  with  Catholic  Charities,  Ft.  Wayne,  and  Dept,  of  Welfare  - 
need  to  establish  network  with  the  other  voluntary  agencies  doing  refugee  resettlement 
in  the  diocese. 

Will  be  attending  National  Network  Meeting  of  EMM  in  December  in  New  Orleans 
for  further  training  and  to  address  ramifications  of  Department  of  State's  proposed  new 

requirements  for  agencies  resettling  refugees. 

Next  year's  need  is  to  find  a  Co-DRC  (to  assist  DRC  and  to  take  over  during  DRC’s 
absence  in  winter  months),  to  train  additional  contact  persons  for  Ft.  Wayne,  South 
Bend,  and  other  areas  of  diocese  not  adequately  covered,  and  find  someone  to  work  on 
sponsor  development  and  publicity.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  MINISTRY,  1992 

Title  III,  Canon  1  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  The  Episcopal  Church  states 
that  "Each  Diocese  shall  make  provision  for  the  development  and  affirmation  of  the 
ministiy  of  all  baptized  persons  in  the  Church  and  in  the  world". 

Title  III,  Canon  2  Sec.  1  states  that  "In  each  Diocese  there  shall  be  a  Commission 
on  Ministry  ("the  commission")  consisting  of  Clergy  and  Lay  Persons.  The  number  of 
members,  terms  of  office,  and  manner  of  selection  to  the  Commission  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Canons  of  each  Diocese".  Sections  2,  3,  and  4,  detail  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  commission  which  are  implicit  in  Canon  I. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  the  Canons  permit  up  to  seven  clerical 
members  and  five  lay  members  of  the  commission.  Our  current  membership  is  eleven, 
having  lost  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Dakota  our  good  friend  and  long  time  secretary,  Fr. 
William  Hibbert. 

In  the  twelve  month  interval  since  the  1991  Diocesan  Convention  we  will  have  met 
seven  times  in  regular  third  Saturday  of  the  month  meetings,  and  numerous  times  in 
smaller  committee  meetings. 

We  serve  as  examiners,  as  members  of  Parish  Discernment  Committees  and 
Ministry  Discernment  Committees,  as  framers  of  policies  and  guidelines  and  as 
planning  groups. 

During  the  year  we  interviewed  Linda  Hughes  of  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne  for 
postulancy  for  the  priesthood,  Margaret  Harker  of  Gethsemane,  Marion  for  candidacy 
for  the  priesthood,  Carl  Guilland  and  Gordon  Samra,  both  of  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  for 
postulancy  for  the  diaconate. 
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We  recommended  SueBlubaughofSt.  Peter's,  Rensselaer,  andTimDombekofthe 
Cathedral  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  and  rejoiced  in  those  ordinations,  December 

20,  1991  and  April  25,  1992  respectively. 

We  also  rejoiced  as  Michael  Haas,  of  Trinity,  Logansport,  was  received  as  a  pnest 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  on  March  28,  1992,  and  as  Sue  Blubaugh  was  ordained  priest 

on  July  8,  1992.  .  , 

A  number  of  people  are  presently  enrolled  in  the  Ministry  Discernment  Period,  a 

time  of  seeking  God’s  will  for  their  ministries. 

On  October  28-29,  1991,  five  members  of  the  Commission  attended  the  Province 
V  COM  meeting  at  Seabury-Western  Theological  Seminary.  On  the  evening  of  the  27th 
we  had  the  pleasure  of  hosting  our  four  seminarians  for  dinner. 

On  January  18,  1992  we  hosted  at  joint  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  and 
the  COM,  discussing  mutual  concerns  of  recruitment  and  ministry  in  small  parishes 

and  missions  which  cannot  afford  full  time  clergy. 

An  extended ,  over  night  meeting  was  held  May  1 5  and  1 6  to  allow  time  for  in-depth 
discussions  and  decision  making  on  long  range  planning  and  recruitment.  We  also 
voted  to  send  two  representatives  to  the  Total  Ministry  Conference,  May  29-31,  at 

Kanuga  Conference  Center  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Commission  on  Ministry  of  Northern  Indiana  will  host  the  Province  V  COM 
meeting  on  October  19,  20  at  Fatima  Retreat  Center,  Notre  Dame.  It  is  to  our  benefit 
that  all  members  of  our  COM  will  be  able  to  participate  in  this  valuable  learning 

experience. 

The  next  Ministry  Discernment  Conference  will  be  held  over  the  weekend  ol  April 
16-18,  1993  at  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center.  There  are  accomodations  for  twenty 
conferees;  anyone  interested  in  ministry  discernment  is  invited. 

All  meetings  and  activities  during  the  upcoming  year  will  be  focused  on  carrying 
out,  as  diligently  and  as  sensitively  as  possible,  our  responsibilities  "for  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  affirmation  of  the  ministry  of  all  baptized  persons  in  the  Church  and  in  the 

world".

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 
September  1,  1992 

Purpose  of  the  Committee 

Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Episcopal  Church  provides  that  a  Standing 
Committee  be  elected  by  the  Convention  of  each  diocese  to  be  the  council  of  Advice  to 
the  Bishop.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  assign  the  Standing  Committee  a  role  in  the  process  of  approving  persons  for 
ordination  and  the  stewardship  of  the  Church's  real  property.  The  Committee  serves 
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as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  when  there  is  no  Bishop  in  charge  of  the 
Diocese.  The  clerical  members  of  the  Committee  constitute  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  in 
our  Diocese  for  the  trail  of  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon. 

In  our  Diocese  the  Committee  consists  of  five  persons,  three  members  of  the  clergy 
who  are  elected  for  three-year  terms  and  two  lay  persons  who  are  elected  for  two-year 
terms.  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  may  serve  only  two  consecutive  terms  and 
may  not  serve  on  the  Diocesan  Council.  Every  year  the  Diocesan  Convention  elects  one 
member  of  the  clergy  and  one  lay  persons  to  this  Committee. 

MEETINGS,  MEMBERSHIP  AND  OFFICERS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  has  met  five  times  since  the  1991  Convention.  One  meeting  was 
held  jointly  with  the  Commission  on  Ministry.  The  members  of  the  Committee  are  Mr. 
David  Nash,  Mrs.  Willem  Wiese  (Nancy),  the  Reverend  Stephen  Gerth,  and  the 
Reverend  John  Schramm  and  the  Reverend  Richard  Kallenberg.  At  its  first  meeting  at 
the  close  of  the  1991  Diocesan  Convention  on  November  2,  1991  Father  Kallenberg  was 
elected  president  and  Father  Gerth  was  elected  secretary.

The  Very  Reverend  Robert  Reed  Shahan  to  be  Bishop  of  Arizona 

APPROVAL  FOR  CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS 

After  interviewing  and  reviewing  the  documentation  of  Margaret  Harker,  a 
Postulant  for  Holy  Orders,  the  Committee  gave  its  approval  for  the  Bishop  to  make  her 
a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

APPROVAL  FOR  ORDINATIONS 

After  interviewing  and  reviewing  the  documentation  of  those  who  had  applied  to 
the  Bishop  for  ordination  the  Committee  gave  its  approval  for  the  Bishop  to  ordain 
Timothy  Mark  Dombeck,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  to  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons, 
and  the  Reverend  Susan  Jo  Endress  Blubaugh,  Deacon,  to  be  ordained  to  the  sacred 
order  of  Priests. 


OTHER  ACTIONS  RESPECTING  ORDINATION 

After  interviewing  and  reviewing  the  application  and  documentation  of  Michael 
Haas,  a  Priest  Ordained  in  a  Church  in  the  Historic  Succession  but  Not  in  Communion 
with  this  Church,  the  Committee  gave  its  advice  and  consent  to  the  Bishop  to  receive 
Mr.  Haas  as  a  priest  of  this  Church. 

SALES  OF  REAL  PROPERTY 

The  Committee  gave  its  written  consent  for  Saint  James'  Church,  Goshen,  to  sell

We  have  had  an  income  of  $  1 3,895.94,  and  we  have  balance  on  hand  of  $  1 0,802.50 
as  of  8/31/92.  We  now  have  a  director  as  of  Sept.  1992  which  will  be  working  toward 
increasing  our  income  through  good  marketing  practices.  Also  we  have  learned,  for  the 
state,  that  we  must  charge  5%  tax  on  any  fees  charged  to  individuals  or  groups,  that 
are  non  tax  exempted.  The  fees  were  re-evaluated  this  year  and  revised  to  fit  what  is 
necessary  to  operate  the  center.  These  fees  are  also  easier  to  understand. 

One,  Brian  Gantz 
accepted  the  position  of  director  of  the  Center  and  Mark  Thompson  accepted  the 
position  of  Vicar  of  All  Saints/Assistant  at  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw.  These  two  young  men 
give  us  help  and  encouragement  to  do  our  work  in  the  Center  and  Mission  Parish  at 
Wawasee.  We  welcome  them  greatly  and  will  look  forward  to  working  with  them  in  the 
coming  years. 

Plans  for  the  future.  The  goal  for  1993  is  working  with  Brian  and  Mark  to  establish 
a  program  that  will  be  useful  for  them. 

The  Wawasee  committee  now  must  allow  these  two  enthusiastic  men  to  do  their 
jobs  of  operating  the  facility.  We  are  re-aligning  ourselves,  as  a  committee,  to  be  the 
policy  authority  under  which  the  Director  and  Vicar  can  operate  the  facility.

YOUTH  MINISTRY  REPORT  TO  1992  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

The  youth  ministries  program  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  has  continued 
to  grow  and  develop  over  the  past  year.  Since  the  1991  Diocesan  Convention,  Youth 
Ministries  has  sponsored  18  programs  for  youth  ranging  in  age  from  third  graders  to 
high  school  graduates.  The  following  are  a  few  of  the  highlights  from  the  past  year. 

Happening  #6:  In  Februaiy  of  this  year,  a  team  of  dedicated  high  school  students 
and  adult  sponsors  pulled  off  the  sixth  Happening  weekend  in  this  Diocese  since  it 
began  here  in  1988.  This  weekend  of  sharing  and  renewal  was  a  joyous  and  powerful 
occasion  for  both  the  weekend  participants  and  the  team.  Although  the  future  of 
Happening  is  uncertain  at  the  time  of  this  writing.  Happening  #6  was  a  fine  example 
of  the  ministry  that  teens  have  with  one  another. 

The  Dance  Marathon:  Teens  also  have  a  Ministry  within  the  Church  at  large,  as 
evidenced  by  the  determination  of  30  teenagers  to  complete  the  24  hours  of  non-stop 
dancing  in  the  basement  of  St.  Anne's,  Warsaw  this  past  February.  When  the  music 
stopped  the  dancers  kept  on  going,  exhilarated  by  their  accomplishments  of  completing 
the  marathon  and  raising  nearly  $5,000.00  for  Fr.  Curtis  and  Mary  Alice  Ross. 

New  Beginnings  #1:  Junior  High  spirituality?  You  better  believe  it.  Our  first  New 
Beginnings  Weekend,  co-sponsored  by  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis,  was  a  meeting  of 
some  80  junior  high  youth  at  Grace  Church,  Muncie.  The  simple  format  of  this  weekend 
allowed  kids  to  talk  with  one  another  about  real-life  issues  in  a  non-threatening 
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environment.  The  closing  Eucharist  was  exceptional,  with  young  people  and  adult 
sponsors  and  parents  swaying  arm  in  arm,  singing  We  Are  the  Light  of  the  World. 

The  Gary  Youth  Project:  Perhaps  the  third  time  is  a  charm,  for  this  third  Gary 
Youth  Project  realized  much  of  the  vision  for  this  program  which  was  laid  out  four  years 
ago.  In  cooperation  with  the  Y.W.C.A.  of  Gary,  Episcopal  teenagers  from  all  over  this 
Diocese  worked  side  by  side  with  teenagers  from  the  city  to  repair  and  paint  several 
rooms  in  the  Y.  It  was  a  challenging  and  rewarding  week  unlike  any  we  have  done 
before. 

Summer  Camp:  We  were  full,  and  then  some.  105  young  people  and  24  staff 
members  crowded  into  Howe  Camp  to  meet  the  Saints  of  Summer,  brought  to  life  by 
some  notable  actors  including  Dr.  Dan  Hamby  (St.  John  the  Baptist),  Fr.  John 
Schramm  (St.  James),  Canon  David  Seger(St.  Paul),  Mr.  Bob  Meacham  (St.  Peter),  Mrs. 
Betsy  Moss  (St.  Mary  Magdalene),  and  Kelley,  Shelby  and  Zachary  Scott  (The  Holy 
Family).  Through  the  lives  of  these  Saints  and  through  our  life  together  playing  and 
sharing  meals  and  worshipping  we  learned  about  faith  and  what  it  means  to  follow 
Jesus. 

Monthly  Programs:  Ranging  from  a  campout  on  a  cold,  wet  weekend  at  Dunes 
State  Park  to  learning  about  being  a  missionary  on  a  beautiful  Saturday  in  Bristol, 
these  programs  continue  to  draw  a  crowd  on  the  last  Saturday  of  each  month  (please 
see  the  schedule  for  exceptions).  If  your  parish  is  interested  in  hosting  a  monthly 
program,  please  speak  with  Julie  Cockram  (YALT  Chair)  or  Brian  Grantz.

replacing  it  with  "earthly  father."

The  reason  for  this  resolution  is  that  the  collect  for  the  Feast  of  Saint  Joseph  (pages 
188  and  239  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer)  refers  to  Joseph  as  the  guardian  of  Jesus. 
This  is  a  new  term  and  a  new  concept  in  defining  the  relationship  between  Jesus  and 
his  earthly  father  that  is  foreign  to  that  used  throughout  the  histoiy  of  the  Church. 
(The  remainder  of  the  Explanation  is  as  previously  submitted).

establishing  order  and  securing  to  themselves  and  posterity  the  advantages  of  the 
ministry  and  ordinances  of  the  Church  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution.  The 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
which  is  a  constituent  member  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  a  Fellowship  within  the 
One,  Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apostolic  Church,  of  those  duly  constituted  Dioceses, 
Provinces,  and  regional  churches  in  communion  with  the  See  of  Canterbury,  upholding 
and  propagating  the  historic  Faith  and  Order  as  set  forth  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer. 
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ARTICLE  1 
NAME 

The  name  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  The  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Inc. 
which  is  hereafter  referred  to  herein  as  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  H 
CONTROLLING  LAW 

The  law  governing  the  Diocese  is: 

Sec.  1.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  for  the  Government  of  The  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  Otherwise  Known  as  The  Episcopal 
Church; 

Sec.  2.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  in 

LEGISLATIVE  POWER  -  THE  CONVENTION 

The  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  a  Convention  thereof  to  be 
selected,  convened  and  to  conduct  its  proceedings  and  its  exercise  authority  as 
provided  in  Article  II  herein. 


ARTICLE  IV 

LEGISLATIVE  POWER  -  THE  COUNCIL 

A  Council  of  the  Diocese  shall  function  exclusively  as  an  interim  legislature 
authority  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  shall  perform  such  specific  functions  as  are 
delegated  to  it  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  by  Canon  Law.  The  Council  shall  be 
selected  as  provided  in  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  V 

ADMISSION  OF  PARISHES  AND  MISSIONS 

The  Diocese  shall  admit  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  it  upon  such 
conditions  and  in  such  manner  as  provided  in  Article  II  herein. 

ARTICLE  VI 

PROVISION  OF  REVENUE 

The  Convention  shall  provide  for  the  raising  of  such  revenue  as  is  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  maintenance  of  other  activities  and  works  the 
convention  may  authorize. 


ARTICLE  VII 
OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  Bishop  who  shall  be  President,  a  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  selected  and  exercise  authority  as  provided  by 
Article  II  herein. 


ARTICLE  VIII 
AMENDMENT  PROCESS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  if  the  proposed  amendment  shall  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  of  each  order  at  an  initial  convention,  and  at  its  final  approval  at 
a  subsequent  convention  shall  receive  three-fourths  of  the  votes  of  each  order  and  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop. 
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
